From all these the great river flows reluctant- 
ly away to the southward as if loth to leave 
its birthplace. But for hundreds of miles 
in its winding course its myriad of 
azure-blue lakes stand guard far and near 
as if to watch its departure. Beyond these 
lakes and the evergreen forests, to the west 
and northwest, are_ vast sea-like prairies. 
Near the southernmost of the lakes are the 
Falls of St. Anthony. Beside them are the 
great flouring mills—the greatest on earth. 
Surrounding them—spread out in pleasing 
amplitude on the environing plain—is the 
city of Minneapolis, so modern that perhaps

not a building in it has yet seen its semi- 
centennial year. 

The slow-working forces of nature have, 
through numberless years, been carrying out 
a gigantic plan here—have, through erosion 
and the slow crumbling away of sandstone 
and limestone and the rolling away of boul- 
ders by the water of the river, dug a huge 
gorge or channel some miles in length and 
sinuous in contour. At the upper end of 
this gorge, worn through the solid land, are 
the far-famed Falls. Among them and 
around them a vast deal of engineering 
work has been done to fit the place for the 
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extensive milling plants which have made 
the spot so famous. 

Were one in a balloon, poised high in air 
over the scene, the whole city would be re 
vealed as grouped around the Falls and the 
flouring mills. The city, filled with leafy 
trees and wide, straight streets and avenues, 
with numerous sparkling blue lakes in its 
suburbs‘and the brook Minnehaha winding 
its way like a silver thread across the scene, 
would environ them far and near.

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THE WEEK. 





Editorial—The Northwestern Miller believes 
that the trade is already beginning to feel the 
beneficial effects of the pure flour law.—An in- 
cident is given of how one miller who exported 
adulterated flour was made to pay for his ex- 
periment,—Letters from winter wheat millers 
who believe in an exhibition of American flour 
at the British Bakers’ Conference. 


Minneapolis—The output almost reached the 
top figures of production, being 342,388 bbls, or 
14,000 bbls short of the largest weekly run of the 
mills.—A g domestic trade was had, at an 
advance of about fifteen cents for the week. 
Export demand dropped off somewhat. 


Special Artieles—Milling on St. Anthony Falls,

Foreign—English farmers have been having 
remarkably fine weather for harvest, and some 
big yields are reported.—It is thought that Eng- 
lish wheat this year will lack in strength, which 
will lead to a good demand for American clears 
for mixing. 


Head of the Lakes—An output of 91,240 bbls 
was made by the mills, the largest of the year.— 
Export shipments wére also larg .—Sales were 
not reported as large, being mostly in small lots. 


The Southwest—The feature of the week was 
the large export business.—The output was also 
large, 80,000 bbls being made by the mills whose 
flour is sold from St. Louis. 

Chicago—An improvement was noted in the 
flour demand, and prices advanced ten to fifteen 
cents. The output of the mills was about the 
same as the previous week. 

Foreign Cables—On Sept. 28 Glasgow reports 
a steady market with some activity.—Liverpool 
says that there is a stronger tone to the market. 
—London, market steady. 

Baltimore—Buyers were more generally in 
the market, but at old prices.—City mills re- 
ported a quiet domestic and brisk export trade. 

Michigan—Demand for flour was good, and 
the mills were generally running.—Some diffi- 
culty was experienced in getting wheat. 

Montreal—Flour prices were stéady, but do- 
mestic buying was not brisk.—The export de- 
mand was good, at advanced prices. 

Valley of the Ohio—A full week’s output was 
made by the mills.—Wheat stocks had to be cut 
into, because of light receipts. 

Milwaukee—Although the flour output was 
large, prices were unsatisfactory.—A fair 
amount of exporting was done. ' 

Kansas City—Quietness quserally prevailed, 
with buyers slow to take hold at any advance. 
Some export business was done. 

The Dakotas and Northern Minnesota—Most 
allthe mills were running steadily, largely on 
local orders, 

New York City—A decided improvement was 
noted in the flour market, with a slight advance 
in prices. 

_Tennessee—A large local trade was had by 
Nashville mills, due to cutting of prices. 

Philadelphia — Buyers were cautious about 
stocking up at a ten-cent advance. 

Toledo—The mills ground steadily, but found 
a dull market, with low prices. 

Buffalo—The flour market was not brisk, and 
prices were still unsettled. 

Boston—An advance in asking prices of flour 
caused a slow market. 

Oklahoma and Texas—A fair business was 
done by the mills. 

Rochester-—All the mills but one ran full time. 
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Tue pure flour law is a good law, and al- 
though it has been in operation but little 
over a month its beneficent effects are mani- 
fested in the trade in a marked degree. There 
is a disposition on the part of some few 
millers to pronounce it ineffective before it 
has fairly become operative, and, because 
they do not approve of some of the men 
who have been made deputy inspectors, they 
are quite ready to say that the law is a fail- 
ure and the efforts of the friends of pure 
flour have resulted in a fizzle. While it is 
true that some of the — inspectors have 
probably been appointed for political rea- 
sons and have no knowledge of milling, it 
does not necessarily follow that they will 
neglect their duties. We think that it was 
a mistake to give to a colored inspector the 
supervision of a southern district. Not 
that he is nota good and efficient man, but 
because in many portions of his territor 
there is a prejudice against his race anc 
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color; such being the case it is probable 
that a colored inspector will be unwelcome 
and millers will be apt to resent investiga- 
tions made by him. It seems unnecessary 
that the law should be thus handicapped, 
particularly as it would have been just as 
easy to have placed the colored inspector in 
some northern district where he would have 
had no prejudices to contend against. This 
however, is the concern of the deputy and 
his department. All we can expect of the 
inspecters is that they shall protect the pub- 
lic from adulterated flour and execute the 
law without fear or favor; that they 
shall not permit the wool to be drawn over 
their eyes by influential millers in their 
bailiwick whether they be influential on ac- 
count of politics or wealth and manne. and 
that they shall do their full duty. It is fair 
to assume that the officials already appoint- 
ed intend to do this and until evidence to 
the contrary is shown, we have no right to 
criticize their official conduct. When it ap- 
pears that they are not doing their duty and 
that adulterated flour is still being put on 
the market, it will be in order to investi- 
gate and condemn, and when this time 
comes, the Northwestern Miller will be 
ready to make a demand for better things. 
At present, however, there appears to be no 
warrant for criticism, inasmuch as there is 
nothing to indicate that flour of an unlaw- 
ful kind is being either made or sold. 


Miu.ers themselves can do much to make 
the law effective, and it is clearly their duty, 
both for their own protection and in behalf 
of the government, to codéperate with and 
assist the inspectors in every possible way. 
Whenever they learn of . adulteration being 
practiced they should report the fact either 
to the revenue agent in their district or to 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue at 
Washington. Before doing so, however, 
they should be assured of the facts and 
should not allow hear-say or rumor to in- 
fluence their action. Accurate and reliable 
information is what the government wants; 
it cannot act on gossip. When sending 
suspected flour to the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue for analysis, the samples 
should be sealed and dated in the presence 
of a witness, whose signature is required, 
and letters accompanying such samples 
should state every particular connected with 
them, including the name of the maker and 
seller and the date of sale and brands of 
flour. It should be remembered that the 
law went into effect August 14th and until 
then flour mixers were not required to com- 
ply with the act. Immediately preceding 
this date there was great activity among 
flour adulterators and many markets were 
crowded with their product. It must follow 
that much of this flour remains unsold. If 
it belong to the pm es producer it is 
subject to taxation and a heavy penalty, and 
on evidence Leing given to this effect, the 
government will act vigorously. It is nec- 
essary, however, that all the facts should be 
given; hence fragmentary information 

on rumor and unsupported by respon- 
sible and reliable data is useless. Adulter- 
ated flour, so far as we can learn, is out of 
the market; but should any of our readers 
know to the contrary they should lose no 
time in informing us and we will endeavor 
to hunt the facts down and give the break- 
er of the law a taste of Uncle Samuel's 
medicine. We are quite sure that he will 
not need more than one dose. 


Speakine of adulterated flour, we are re- 
minded of the experience of an American 
miller of the adulterating sort in one of our 
foreign markets. We do not know ‘his 
name and he does not know to whom he is 
indebted for what he received. Perhaps this 
item will enlighten him and he will learn 
from whence his attack came; although, as 
we are making no effort to ascertain his 
name, we will probably never know who he 
is and do not particularly care so long as he 
forswears bad practices in the future. Our 
London representative, Mr. Kingsland 
Smith, according to his instructions was 
keeping a sharp watch for flour from America 
of a doubtful character. He learned of a 
suspicious case in one of the northern Brit- 
ish markets and wrote to his connections 
there for particulars. In reply. he received 
a sample of suspected flour. This was duly 
analyzed and found to contain an adulter- 
ant. A report to this effect was made to the 
importer and he at once charged the miller 
with the crime. The latter replied with a 
long rambling letter in which he denied the 
adulteration and claimed that he had never 
used corn flour or corn starch in any form. 
He said, however, that he bought some 
flour of another miller who was in debt to 
him, baving purchased his old mill. If that 
particular flour was mixed it was unknown 
to the truly honest miller who was willing 
to guarantee that his own flour was pure. 
This was rather a flimsy excuse and so it ap- 
peared to the importer. who pushed his ad- 
vantage to such good effect that finally, we 
understand, the miller who had deviated 
from the straight and narrow path agreed 
to pay him a good round suin of money; 
and on securing his promise to quit such 
practices and become a member of the Anti- 
Adulteration League, the importer dropped 
the subject. 
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Tus setilement deprived us of the 
name of the miller, but we have no par- 
ticular curiosity on the subject. When he 
reads this, whoever he may be, he may 
use some strong language regarding the 
Northwestern Miller, and he will probably 
denounce its action as in the nature of un- 
warranted meddling. He will perhaps say 
to himself that we have no business to in- 
terfere between him and his customer in 
‘*private’’ matters of this kind, but if he 
desires to argue the point publicly we will 
gladly gratify him on receipt of his name. 
We think we can convince him that it is the 
business of the Northwestern Miller to med- 
dle and interfere in just such matters as this. 
Whether it is chartered for such work or not 
it intends to keep at it as long as it lives, 
for it is the open and avowed enemy of 
fraudulent milling and dishonest dealing 
and is quite as ready to expose crookedness 
on this side of the Atlantic as on the otb- 
er. This reminds us that there.is a flour 
buyer in London who says he has received 
three lots of adulterated flour from the same 
American mill. He thought he was getting 
more that his share and expressed his indig- 
nation to our representative on the London 
market. The latter at once invited him to 
give him a sample of the flour, and engaged 
to have it analyzed and to publish the re. 
sults in the Northwestern Miller. The Eng- 
lishman feared the libel law, but our repre- 
sentative agreed that this journal would take 
the chances and publish the facts on its 
own responsibility. The victim of alleged 
adulteration bas taken the matter under ad- 
visement and if he concludes to act as sug- 
gested—and we hope he will—we may be 
able to give the sequel to this story later; 
and nothing would please us better. for we 
are only tou glad to make it warm for 
those enemies of the American flour trade 
who, for the sake of gain, are willing to 
sell adulterated flour in foreign markets, 
thus inflicting upon the reputation of the 
American miller a damage far exceeding in 
amount their own temporary and _ paltry 
profit. 


Letrexs from prowinent taillers endors- 
ing Mr. Kingsland Smith's plan for an ex- 
hibition of American flour at the convention 
of the British bakers next year, continue to 
reach us. Indiana, which contains some of 
the most progressive winter wheat millers 
in America, quite properly manifests a very 
strong interest in the proposed undertaking. 
The millers of that state are always foremost 
in any wove which promises well for the 
general good of thetrade. Two letters writ- 
ten almost on the same day by prominent 
Indianapolis millers follow these lines, and 
show the tone of the trade. Encouraged by 
such good words as these letters contain. we 
are perfecting our plans for the exhibition, 
and hope to communicate full particulars 
in a short time to those interested. 


Tue Blanton Milling Co., Indianapolis, 
Ind., under date of September 22d writes 
thus: 

Editor Northwestern Miller: 

We were much interested in Mr. Kings- 
land Smith’s suggestion in regard to an ex- 
hibition of American flour at the Liverpool 
Bakers’ Conference next June. We think 
it isa capital idea that, properly worked 
out, will lead to important results. You can 
count us in favor of the movement, and 
please enroll our name, accordingly. Yours 
truly, Buanton Mitzine Co.

Editor Northwestern Miller: 

We have read with much interest the edit- 
orial on the extension of trade in Ameri- 
can flour abroad, particularly of winter 
wheat flour, to take the place of the English 
home-milled products. A move in this di- 
rection is right to the point, and we do not 
see why it should not result in a great deal 
of good. Certainly, the methods that obtain 
at home of increasing trade should find 
some use abroad, and under the able man- 
agement of Mr. Kingsland Smith we think 
that the matter would be a _ great success. 
As one of the pioneers of the winter wheat 
export trade, we would like to second your 
move. If any proper arrangements can be 
made with the millers here we will be glad 
to enter into the affair. We are advised by 
the Blish Milling Co. that they are much in 
favor of the movement, and the other two 
mills here, while regarding it as a good 
thing, have not yet expressed themselves as 
being desirous of entering into it. The 
millers are certainly under obligations to 
your generosity in offering to take charge 
of the matter, and we, individually, thank 
you for the proposal.

studies conditions underlying transatlantic 
business, with the fact that while our ex- 
port trade is large, we have really only 
touched upon its ultimate possibilities. So 
dense is the population of certain sections 
of the United Kingdom that, in order to se- 
cure the maximum amount of business, it 
is necessary that a far stronger and more 
extended effort than any as yet attempted 
should be made to impress upon the con- 
suming public the value of American flour. 
Comparatively few British bakers are aware 
of its virtues. So far, American millers 
have limited their work to the British fac- 
tor, but it is time that they went beyond 
him for the purpose of stimulating business 
from its very foundation. If this is prop- 
erly done, the factor will reap a benefit as 
well as the miller; therefore he should en- 
courage the latter to do just this kind of 
work. As a rule, however, he discourages it, 
being fearful that the miller, if he gets too 
close to the baker, may end by doing with- 
out the factor altogether. This, in our 
opinion, is rather a short-sighted policy, as 
the American miller is rather too remote 
and the individual baker rather too small a 
buyer to warrant direct trade. In any event, 
the factor who intelligently coéperates with 
a work which sooner or later is bound to be 
done—-whether he assists or not—is the factor 
who will most profit by an enlarged Aimeri- 
can trade; hence a far- ‘sighted business man 
will do well to encourage every effort the 
miller may wnake toward inereasing and ex- 
tending his export trade. The American 
millers are determined to bave more trade 
in Great Britain. It is there and they are 
in a position to push it. They will do so, 
therefore, whether our friend the factor 
likes it or not. If he is clever enough to 
realize this, and join in a movement which 
he cannot prevent, he will survive it and 
profit; but if he jiuterposes, we very much 
fear that he will, as we say in America, 
‘*get lost in the shuffle.” 


MEETING OF THE PENNSYLVANIA 
MILLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 


[Special Telegram. | 


representative millers 
are attending the annual meeting of the 
Pennslyvania Millers’ Association. Officers’ 
reports showed 213 firms as members; re- 
ceipts for year, $908; cash on hand. $157. 

The executive committee had put into 
effect a system for protecting millers against 
tricky dealers, and had taken up two cases 
for arbitration, settling one. The comunit- 
tee had secured a hearing before the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission as to the car- 
service association, giving longer time at 
interior points for loading and unloading 
cars, thus placing the millers on an equality 
with Philadelphia and other terminal mar- 
kets, but no decision has yet been proimul- 
gated. The fact that the roads depended 
upon the testimony of officials of the Phila- 
delphia Commercial Exchange to combat 
the position of the millers. drew forth sharp 
criticism from amending millers. on the 
position of the Exchange. and it was the 
sentiment that pronounced _ resolutions 
should be adopted, condemning the Ex 
change. 

E. F. Noble, in a paper on the ‘‘ Leiter 
Corner.’*’ argued that the deal had not been 
altogether detrimental to the welfare of the 
Pennslyvania millers; that speculation was 
not dead. The household speculator often 
constituted an important factor, in the 
course of warkets. Judge Hoffa contended 
that the Leiter corner was more of a bene- 
fit to the majority of millers and to the 
country that it was an evil. 

H. J. Taylor, in a paper, held that a com- 
petent operative miller is quite as essential 
to the successful mill asa good manager. 

W. W. Welsh. of the transportation com- 
mnittee, deplored the failure of Pennslyvania 
millers to obtain relief from discrimination 
on freights in favor of the west, and cited 
testimony taken before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission as to the rates Minne- 
apolis has been favored with.

per ton. and bran at $10 in mixed cars, 
30-day draft. 

By the opening of the Fosston branch of 
the Great Northern road, the freight rate 
from Crookston to Minneapolis and Duluth 
has been reduced 244c, or to 4c per 100 Ibs; 
from Grand Forks, 2\44c, to 1444c; from 
Grafton, 3c, to 15c ; from Fargo, ie, to 141¢e. 
The reduction in the rates is the same to 
both milling centers. 

R. Dawson Harling, the American repre 
sentative of the Manchester Canal Co., Man 
chester, England, was in Minneapolis Mon 
day of this week, calling on millers in the 
interest of his company. He expressed sat 
isfaction with the outlook for business from 
the northwest over the Dominion Line. Mr. 
Harling’s headquarters are in Toronto,Can. 

The state railroad commission will meet 
in St. Paul tomorrow to hear any complaints 
regarding this year’s inspection of wheat. 
The charge has been made that some of the 
inspectors deliberately degraded wheat in 
order that the elevator companies might 
reap the benefit when the grain was in 
spected out of the elevators. The whole 
question will be gone iuto thoroughly, and 
both sides are likely to be represented, 

Mrs. Sharp, wife of J. G. Sharp. secre 
tary of the Mill Owners’ Mutual Fire In 
surance Co. of Iowa, died at her home in 
Des Moines, Sept. 21, aged sixty years. 
Mrs. Sharp was injured six weeks ago by.# 
fall,-ber hip being fractured. Pneumonia 
set in, which resulted in her death. Her 
husband and seven children survive her. 
One son came home ten days ago from San 
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Francisco, being a member of the Fifty- 
first Iowa regiment. Mr. Sharp, in his af- 
fliction, has the sympathy of his very large 
number of acquaintances in the milling 
business. 

Railroad men say that matters have come 
to such a pass in flour rates that a pool 
must be formed for the apportionment of 
the traffic among the various lines. The 
roads without something of the kind, seem 
utterly incapable of maintaining rates. A 
flour pool is already in effect on the lakes, 
and the demoralization appears te be with 
the initial lines and between Minneapolis 
and the lake ports, 

The mieney situation is practically un- 
changed, with elevator companies and mill- 
ers still out of the market. There is a slight 
vidence that they may begin to take a little 
iwoney inside of a couple of weeks, but the 
only reason for this will be a scarcity of 
cars, and, therefore, an accumulation of 
vheat at country points. which will tie up 
noney until cars can be obtained and the 
wheat marketed. Until a carrying charge 
appears in the market, however, no large 

orrowing will be made, and most of the 
vrain men seem to think that such a carry- 
ing charge is impossible before November 
iud perhaps not until after navigation closes. 
\Vith this lack of demand. money-rates rule 
very low. The money market in the east has 
heen decidedly firmer, with depleted re- 
serves in the cities aud stronger demands 
from large borrowers. While rates have not 
yet fallen from the high point, there isa 
iceling of ease, and strong evidences that 
ioney will probably be easier there. Rates 
it Minneapolis for best commercial paper 
ire nearly one per cent lower than in the 
eastern money centers.

A. E. Baxter of the A. E. Baxter Engin- 
eering & Appraisal Co., Buffalo, N. Y., is 
in Ithaca, N. Y., preparing plans for a com- 
plete reconstruction of the Fall Creek Mill- 
ing Co.’s mill. The building will be en- 
larged and quite a quantity of new machinery 
added, including rolls. When complete the 
mill will produce about 300 bbls of flour a 
day, besides corn products. 

¥. B. Greene, miller for Skaurud & Lof- 
gren of Ada, Minn., and W. B. Holines will 
erect a 75-bbl mill at Halstead, Minn., and 
have contracted with the Willford Mfg. Co. 
for the machinery outfit. In the latter will 
be double sets of 7x20 rolls, 1 plansifter, 2 
centrifugal reels, 2 purifiers, cleaners, flour 
packer, etc. The machinery will be shipped 
in about three weeks, when the millwright 
work will be begun. 





Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





There was very little feature to the specu- 
lative wheat market during the week ending 
today (Monday). In the earlier part of the 
week values advanced somewhat, but the 
gain was only partly sustained. The feature 
in the cash wheat market was the decline in 
the premium. A week ago spot No. 1 north- 
ern closed 5c over September, and today 
244 above that future. Cash wheat closed 
today 11gc lower than last week, while Sep- 
tember was 2c higher; December lc 
und May lc. The movement in the north 
west was larger than for the corresponding 
week last year, Minneapolis receiving 1,935, - 
220 bus, against 1,679,480 a year ago; and 
Duluth 4,447,784 bus against 38,399,673 last 
year. Farmers in the northwest sold quite 
freely during the earlier part of the week. 
Compared with December, spot wheat was 
about 4c above it, against a premium a 
week ago of some 7c, showing a tendency of 
spot wheat and even the distant futures to 
run nearer together. 

There is still an excellent demand for spot 
wheat and, while there were more than 1,000 
vars received today, the demand was urgent 
for local use and for shipment. With near- 
ly 2,000,000 bus arrived here last week. there 
was a decrease in the local supply of 284,000 
bus, leaving the stock in Munneapolis less 
than 600.000 bus to begin the week on—not 
enough for local grinding for three days. 
It follows that with bad weather. so as to 
stop farm marketing and with the small 
amount in store in country elevators, there 
would be a possibility of some mills having 
to shut down, lacking wheat to grind. 


The weather is now very. good for thresh- 
ing and marketing, with some accumulation 
probable before the general bad weather of 
the fall sets in, so it is not probable that 
mills will have to stop. Still, it shows upon 
what a slight foundation the supply rests and 
how light the stocks nay be expected to re- 
main during the next two months. The de- 
mand at Duluth is also enough to none that 
place well drained, which condition is likely 
to remain to the close of navigation. 
There will naturally be some accumulation 
during the winter, but not to the extent 
that would seem natura] with so large a 
crop. There is a marked inclination on 
the part.of farmers to hold back wheat, and 
without higher prices in December and May 
than the figures for those months now, a 
large proportion of farm stocks is likely to 
be carried over to the next season. Reports 
from Europe indicate similar condition 
there. 

By referring to conditions in previous 
years, and estimating by such experience, 
there is very good evidence that wheat prices 
will advance enough to sell spot wheat when 
the time comes very much higher than the 
distant futures are being contracted for 
now. It is noticeable that exporting coun- 
tries are not shipping largely, and that 
supplies are not greatly increasing in their 
ports. There appears therefore no good rea- 
son to suppose that there will be great weight 
of stored grain to burden the market with 
during the current crop year. Threshings 
in the northwest are progressing well. since 
recent rains that caught a large amount of 
wheat standing in the field, unstacked, which 
was damaged to a considerable extent. 

The question of yield in the northwest 
seems to be about as has been estimated, 
although there are some sections where the 
yields are smaller than anticipated. On the 
other hand, the yield is turning out more in 
some other sections, but on the whole the 
early estimates may not be fully sustained. 
Inspection continues to show a large amount 
of grain that goes below No. 1 northern, 
and while the damp grain is not coming in 
so largely as early in the season, there is 
still considerable arriving, with the promise 
that that class of wheat will decrease later 
in the season, when stack threshing begins. 
There is a great deal of No. 2 wheat coming 
in, although the arrivals of that grade show 
high quality that is taken very readily by 
millers drawing their supply from the north- 
west. 

In speculative circles there are few devel- 
opments, with advices largely a repetition 
of preceding weeks. When the1ise in wheat 
prices began, during the middle of last 
week, it was attributed to a short interest 
that was covered, and that during the pro- 
cess ot liquidation prices strengthened, but 
later weakened for lack of support. Foreign 
crop advices are not so favorable on the 
whole as a few weeks ago, which, with light 
exports from Russia, encourage the expec- 
tation of a lighter crop in that country than 
had been looked for. Drouth and locusts 
are reported as impairing prospects for a 
new crop in Argentine. Foreigners are 
persistent buyers of deferred futures. and 
their markets seem ready to respond to ad- 
vances on this side. Export clearances in- 
creased, and for the past week exceeded 
5,000,000 bus, while primary receipts in the 
most of this country are below expectations. 

Farmers are not expected to sell very 
heavily unless they get more satisfactory 
prices, and many of them are storing the 
over-run from their granuries in railroad 
elevators. It is noticeable that winter wheat 
sales and arrivals in terminal markets have 
increased somewhat. There appears to be 
no good reason to expect a considerable de- 
cline unless such decline begins on a higher 
basis of prices than the present. 

Corn—Receipts were moderate and the 
demand of aslow nature. Prices showed but 
little change, No. 3 closing today at 28\4c. 

Oats—There was a good demand all the 
week and prices ruled firm, No. 3 closing at 
23c and No. 3 white at 2344c. 

Rye—A good demand existed all the week, 
both for spot and to arrive. No. 2 sold to- 
day at 444¢@45c. 

Barley—Was in good demand and held 
firm, selling today between 30@/37c. accord- 
ing to quality.

Supply of Wheat Will Fail. 





At the meeting of the British Association 
for the Advancement of Science in Bristol. 
England, President Crookes devoted his 
inaugural address chiefly to the theory that 
the world's wheat supply will fail to keep 
pace with the needs of the growing popula- 
tion beyond the year 1931. 

The supply of fixed nitrogen, mostly in 
the form of nitrate of soda, was not inex- 
haustible, he said, and might come to an 
end. The store of nitrogen in the atmos- 
phere was practically unlimited, and its 
tixation for use as manure was one of the 
great discoveries awaiting the ingenuity of 
chem ists. 

He expressed the opinion that a solution 
of the problem might be found in burning 
nitrogen in the air by means of a powerful 
electric current, and suggested that Niagara 
falls could thus produce fixed nitrogen at a 
cost of $25a ton. The artificial production 
of nitrate, in his judgment, might increase 
the production of wheat to thirty bushels an 
acre. 

However, future generations, instead of 
trusting mainly to wheat, would probably 
depend more and more on the exuberant 
tropical foodstuffs.

Tennant & Davidson,Cannon Falls, Minn: 
‘*Our sales have been good for the past ten 
days, about equally divided between domes- 
tic and foreign. We look for a good de- 
mand for flour until January, but would 
like to see better prices. We have a good 
demand at home for all the feed we can 
make, at fair prices. Farmers can and are 
holding their wheat; consequently receipts 
are light.’* 

Crown Milling Co., Faribault, Minn: 
‘*Business with us has been good the past 
week, and our list of customers is steadily 
growing. We are running night and day 
and our new mill is giving splendid results, 
both in yield and quality. Our Mr. Powers 
is very proud of the ‘Maple Leaf.’ Farm- 
ers are not bringing much wheat to the 1ill, 
but we look for larger deliveries from now 
on. All grades of flour and feed are in brisk 
demand. ”’ 

J. D. Humiston, Eagle Lake, Minn: 
‘*During the past ten days we have experi- 
enced considerable improvement in the de- 
mand for flour and have sold enough to 
keep our mill going full time, it consisting 
of a few cars patent for eastern markets, a 
little clear for export, and balance for west- 
ern territory. Trade in Iowa continues very 
dull. Export bids are too low for business. 
Millfeed is stronger. New wheat continues to 
move slowly, farmers holding for higher 
prices. The quality of wheat in this vicinity 
is much better than our last crop, yielding 
more and better flour. ’’ 

J. Bruce Howard, manager Thomas Brown 
Milling Co., Faribault, Minn: ‘‘ During the 
past week the flour trade has been somewhat 
quiet. Buyers, particularly in the east, 
would not come up to wheat values, and 
theretore trade eased off. We sold two or 
three good orders of patent for export, at 
fairly satisfactory prices, and we anticipate 
a large business between now and Christinas 
from European markets. There was a good 
demand for first and second clear, England 
buying largely and paying good prices. 
Feed was very salable at 50c to $1 advance. 
Farmers are still holding their wheat, but 
it would not surprise us to see a big lot of 
it move next mwenth.’’ 

W. L. Harvey, secretary New Prague 
(Minn.) Flouring Mill Co: ‘‘ Receipts of 
wheat from farmers continue light. Farmers 
are not at all satisfied with the present ba- 
sis of prices. Having made money by hold- 
ing their wheat for the past two years, they 
seem inclined to pursue the same policy this 
year. Most of them are pretty well situated 
tinancially and are able to hold. We con- 
tinue well sold abead on flour, although we 
are running both our mills full time and 
seven days in the week. The advance in 
cash wheat the past week checked flour- 
buying to some extent, but we could sell 
four times our output if we were willing to 
accept orders at the old price. Neverthe- 
less it looks to us as though they would have 
to pay more money later on. As far as 
southern Minnesota is concerned, we think 
it will take an advance of fully ten cents a 
bushel to bring out any amount of wheat, 
and it looks to us as though we were work- 
ing toward a higher level of prices.”’ 

C. E. French of L. Christian & Co., Min- 
neapolis, Minn., Sept. 26: ‘‘The big de- 
mand for flour, noticed in our last let- 
ter, continued through the past week, and 
our sales exceeded our output considerably. 
Foreigners were good buyers, though the 
domestic trade seemed to lead in the de- 
mand. Some of our friends were a little 
late in catching on to the ‘band wagon’ 
and had to pay an advance in consequence; 
but it is not our fault, for we gave them 
all notice about Sept. 1 that the bear side 
was a ‘squeezed lemon,’ and that we cvould 
not train with them safely any more. The 
world has not an excessive supply of wheat, 
and present prices are safe, even if there is 
more than is wanted at the moment. Last 
spring’s prices probably brought 150,000,000 
bus from the invisible reserves of the world, 
and this percentage of this crop, be it more 
or less, will not nove into the visible chan- 
nels of trade at these values. We don’t look 
for any boom prices, but the time for rush- 
ing out flour orders, fearing a big decline 
in price, has gone by for the near future. 
The market is still strong.’’

It 
was incorporated in 1888, with a capital of 

8,000,000, under the laws of Illinois. It 
Oil ras all the property of the old Linseed 

il Trust, consisting of real estate, machir- 

patents, etc. It now owns thirty-five 
feueed oil ‘wills, thirty-seven flaxseed ele- 
vators and warehouses, etc, situated in many 
cities of the United States, including Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, Minneapolis and others. 
The board of directors has voted to publish 
no more annual reports on the ground that 
rival concerns have used them in the past 
to the company’s detriment. 

The directors of the company at a meet- 
ing in Chicago discussed a plan of reor- 
ganization. A heavy assessment is under- 
stood to be one of the necessities, and the 
stock will undoubtedly be cut down materi- 
ally. The company t1equires a large cash 
working capital, and that it hasn’t it now is 
admitted. Many shareholders will insist on 
being posted as to plans before depositing 
their stocks as asked for. The directors de- 
cided to issue a circular to stockholders, 
stating the financial condition of the com- 
pany and approving the scheme of reorgan- 
ization. 

Meyer Bernhard of Wisconsin has filed a 
petition in the circuit court at Chicago 
for the —— of a receiver for-the 
National Linseed Oil Co. He charges the 
directors of the company with mismanage- 
ment and alleges that they are engaged in 
gambling operations.

The Liverpool Corn Trade News estimates 
the wheat yield of Europe for 1898 at 1,376, - 
000,000 bus, against 1,136,000.000 in 1897, an 
increase of 240,000,000. The crop in North 
and South America is estimated at 800,000, - 
000 bus, against 720,000,000 in 1897, an in- 
crease of 80,000,000. The wheat crop of 
India is estimated at 24%,000,000 bus or the 
same as this year. African and Australian 
crops will probably show 16,000,000 to 24, - 
000,000 bus increase. The wheat crop of 
the world is estimated at 2,424,000,000 bus 
against 2,104,000,000 in 1597—an increase of 
320,000,000. The world’s stocks are esti- 
mated at 112,000,000 bus against 168,000,000 
last year—a decrease of 56,000,000. The to- 
tal crop and stocks for 1898 are estimated 
at 2,536,000,000 bus, against 2,272,000,000 in 
1897—an increase of 264,000,000 bus. The 
crop of 1898 is estimated at the same figures 
as that of 1894, but the supplies on hand at 
the close of 1893 were 216,000,000 bus larger.

business in the south- 
east, but it has not materialized. Southern 
trade. too, by the mills in Illinois and Mis- 
souri, is very much restricted. The one 
trade that has proven constant is the export, 
aod right along the export business was the 
one that offered a means to negotiate sales 
of flour without losing money. Export was 
the feature of the past week. as it has been 
since the new crop. True, the movement is 
in hard wheat flour. During the past week 
st. Louis mills and flour houses sold 
sone 50,000 sacks abroad, a contrast to the 
trade in other directions, except local. 
\)omestic business was wainly east. It isa 
fact that while some firms report daily sales 
of flour to the United Kingdom, others 
complain that they could do nothing. At 
least two mills made shipments to Cuba and 
orto Rico, while others would not attempt 
it. With the temper of the export trade 
strong, there was a bull feeling here and 
prices stiffened a trifle. Patents were strong- 
est, while low-grade flours were notably 
weak. Patents sold at $3.50@3.60; straights, 
mainly at $3.30, extra fancy as low as $3.10. 
The output of the St. Louis and East St. 
Louis mills for the week amounted to 34,400 
bbls, showing much activity. The output 
of the mills whose product is sold from St. 
Louis was 80,000 bbls, against 78,000 last 
week,

SOUTHERN ILLINOIS MILLERS. 


The Southern Illinois Millers’ Association 
held a meeting in the St. Louis office of 
the Northwestern Miller, on Friday, and 
determined to resist the ‘‘Fire-escape law’’ 
in force in Illinois. The following millers 
were present and intent upon a legal fight 
against what they consider an imposition: 
A. J. Meek, Marissa; Jacob Koenigsmark, 
Waterloo; C. B. Cole, Chester; H. B. 
Sparks, Alton; Jobn Ismert, Pinckneyville; 
E. F. Schoening, Columbia; Charles Hezel, 
East St. Louis; J. P. M. Harrison, Ashley; 
J: L. Grigg, Sparta; N. G. Ziebold, Red 
Bud; Don Onstott, Du Quoin; C. A. Whit- 
taker, Freeburg; N. Sauer, Evansville, also 
J. E. Mitchell of the Knickerbocker Co., 
Jackson, Mich., George Prinz of the Prinz 
& Rau Co., Milwaukee, and otbers. Presi- 
dent Meek addressed the meeting. He ex- 

lained that the millers in St. Clair county 

ad received from the Illinois factory in- 
spector a notice to at once equip their plants 
with an automatic metal fire escape and 
have it complete within thirty days, under 
penalty of a fine of not less than $50, with 
an additional fine of $25 a week for delin- 
quency. Copies of the notice were ‘in the 
hands of the states attorney who was in- 
structed to institute proceedings at once 
against the firms that did not comply. 

In addition to this it was arbitrarily de- 
signated by the inspector to place one of 
five contrivances, which he had approved. 
It was shown that the headquarters of 
the specified kinds are all in the same office 
in Chicago. President Meek investigated 
and found the cost of such a fire escape for 
a four story building to be between $300 and 

He stated that he considered the 
scheme nothing but a glaring swindle and 
believed it should be resisted; also, that he 
bad never heard of a mill-band burned to 
death in a fire, except in cases of explosion. 

All of the millers expressed similar opin- 
ions. OC. B. Cole of Chester, who was re- 
cently a member of the Illinois legislature, 
said that the law was passed through the 
efforts of a member who had patented a fire 
escape. 

J. L. Gregg of Sparta had interviewed 
representatives who state that they consid- 
ered that the law did not apply to flour mills, 
as only a few employes are ever on the up- 
per flours. On motion of Mr. Gregg, which 
carried, the executive committee was in- 
structed to retain legal services with a view 
to resisting the law and carrying the matter 
into the courts. The meeting adjourned and 
the millers will not put up fire escapes until 
forced to do so. 

TO TEST MIXED FLOUR LAW. 


Iam reliably informed of a desire on the 
part of some millowners and flour dealers 
in the southeast to resist the mixed flour 
law. There is a novement to organize and 
raise a fund for this purpose and to make a 
test case. It is ho that if carried to the 
supreme court a decision declaring it 
against the constitution will be rendered. 
One thing is certain: The law has cut the 
stays of one of the most profitable and ille- 
gitimate traffics in the ainals of flour trade.

George Cole of the Prinz & Rau Co. is in 
the city and will remain in St. Louis for 
several days. He has just made a thorough 
and successful trip among the Tennessee 
mills, and had unprecedented sales of scour- 
ers. He added an order from St. Louis im- 
mediately after his arrival. 

Edward M. Averill has been appointed 
general western agent of the Charleston 
Transport Co. and foreign freight agent of 
the Charleston Line with headquarters 414 
Chamber of Commerce, St. Louis. Mr. 
Averill says that his line is going to cater to 
flour and grain business, and he hopes to 
increase the movement via Charleston ma- 
terially. 

The Mobile & Ohio railroad, as stated here- 
tofore, has determined to operate a line of 
steamers between Mobile and Havana, in- 
creasing the service as business justifies. The

In feed, this firm reports a heavy 
eastern business; and, altogether, the trade 
it enjoyed was a thriving and brisk busi- 
ness. 

While the subject of Cuban flour trade is 
being agitated, and speculation is rife as to 
the position the are valley mills 
hold in this trade, it is well to consider the 
preparations going on in other sections to 
cover this same trade. A milling company 
of Chattanooga, Tenn., is erecting in Atlan- 
ta, Ga., a 1,000-bb] flour mill, which, it is 
said, will make a specialty of this Cuban 
business. Captain Whitman of the mill 
company will operate two private line 
steamers, from an eastern port, which will 
give the mill the best of transportation fa- 
cilities. 

The failure of the firm of D. H. Browder 
& Co., Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 10, was a surprise 
to many of the Illinois mills. The firm 
was welland favorably known, and many 
of the mills are now holding unpaid ac- 
counts. It is stated that the failure was due 
to transacting a large business on a very 
sinall capital. The company will make an 
effort.to reorganize, which it will probably 
be able to do. Asa result of this failure 
the Chattahoochee mill, near Atlanta, was 
forced to suspend. The mill, a corn plant, 
had sold heavily to the Browder Co. Re- 
ports indicate that the mill will soon get 
into operation. 

R. L. Downton, familiarly known as 
‘*Bob’’ Downton is in the city. For some 
time past he has been head miller and mill 
manager for the Chattahoochee mil! near At- 
lanta, Ga., but this plant suspended, owing 

D. H. Browder Co. and 
Mr. Downton, whose health is not good, de- 
cided to come to St. Louis. His friends 
here are urging him to become a candidate 
for an inspectorship under the internal reve- 
nue department, there still being one va- 
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cancy to be filled. Mr. Downton will ac- 
cept if the position is tendered. He is one 
of the best-known -head millers in Illinois, 
and his connection with several mill-ma- 
chine patents is well known. The Kansas- 
Oklahoma district has as yet no inspector 
of mixed flour. 

The Regina mill has received the follow- 
ing letter from an agent who is at this time 
in Santiago de Cuba: ‘‘ There will be a world 
of business here for Americans as svon as 
the Cubans put down their guns. This will 
be on the 8th, when will begin a rush to the 
fertile plantations which have been aban- 
doned for three years. The wealthy Cubans 
are returning daily from Jamaica, and the 

overnment machinery is running smooth- 
y. There is nothing else in the way now, 
to prevent things assuming their normal 
condition. Most of the deaths here are 
from dysentery, and other complications 
incident to soldier life. There is sone yel- 
low fever, and will be, but this is not no- 
ticed here, being accepted as a matter of 
course. The resources of this section of Cu- 
ba are unlimited, and practically inexhaust- 
ible. The great mountains are prolific ia 
iron, copper, ‘lead, some silver, and very 
probably gold. Great hard wood forests are 
within fifteen miles of the city, while the 
most fertile fields in all the world lie just 
beyond. All produce now held by the half 
dozen whulesale houses paid the old high 
tariff, and you may infer what sort ofa 
show these merchants would have alongside 
of American goods just arriving, to say 
nothing of the antipathy of the population 
(mostly Cuban) to these Spanish storekeep- 
ers, who had the biggest cinch on earth for 
centuries. It must be. remembered, how- 
ever, that there is very little demand just 
yet, and will not be until this whole Cuban 
business is settled, during which time the 
government is feeding the city’s poor from 
supplies brought in its own transport. ’*’ 


ARKANSAS. 


Moore & Brooks are building a 40-bbl 
mill at Magnet Cove, on the Hot Springs 
railroad, between Lawrence and Malvern 
which will be one of the finest in the state. 
Mr. Moore is a wealthy and prosperous 
farmer, and Mr. Brooks is an experienced 
millwright. 

Business in the grocery line continues 
fairly goud. The jobbing trade in flour has 
been more active, and retailers report a 
slight increase. Prices are declining, and 
even lower figures are expected. Meal is 
selling well, but corn is dull. Oats are 
slightly more in demand. Bran is looking 
up considerably, at prices hitherto prevail- 
ing. Good chopped feed is in excellent re- 
quest. Hay is somewhat dull, with market 
well stocked with the best quality. Fancy 
cereals are dragging, the weather being 
quite warm, though rolled oats sell well. 
The business outlook continues good, though 
heavy rains have retarded cotton-picking in 
most sections of the state, and have some- 
what injured the quality of that which was 
open and ready for gathering. The corn 
crop is excellent and safe from injury. 





Pancake Flour Again. 





A decision was rendered Sept. 24 by Inter- 
nal Revenue Commissioner Scott that will 
interest grocers who handle pancake and 
other flours that have been classed at mixed 
flour under the war revenue law. The de- 
cision is that mixed flour cannot be sold 
from the shelves, but must be retailed from 
the case in which is was packed for ship- 
ment. 

The decision was brought forth by an in- 
quiry from Buffalo, as to whether the prod- 
uct composed of flour mixed with leavening 
and sold under a well-known trade name 
could be sold from shelves. The commis- 
sioner quoted the paragraph of the mixed 
flour regulations relating thereto. It is as 
follows: 

‘*When cartons or packages, packed fn ac- 
cordance with these regulations, are retailed, 
the box or case from which they are taken 
must be exposed to public view, and sales 
of cartons or small packages can only be 
made from cases or boxes duly stamped as 
provided. ’’ 

The firm in whose interest inquiry was 
made had or desired to affix a label bearing 
the words quoted, but the commissioner de- 
cided that this is not permissible, as sec- 
tion 37 of the act requires that ‘‘each pack- 
age shall be plainly marked+ or branded,"' 
and this means that the brand shall be 
placed directly on the package and not by 
means of a label.

One of the 
local mills reports the best week in sales to 
the domestic trade that it has had. though 
there was a slight checking of the demand 
after the advance of Friday. The output of 
the Chicago district was but little greater 
than for the previous week, on account of 
the breaking of the shaft of one of the Chi- 
cago mills. In order to make the necessary 
repairs the mill will be closed down all of 
next week. The Lockport mill is running 
full time, and the only complaints heard 
from any of the locul producers are on 
the score of light margins of profit. 
There is a slight diversity of opinion among 
the various sellers of flour regarding buying. 
Most of them say that the current demat.ds 
are for the regular daily consumptive re- 
quirements, while others believe that there 
is a little more disposition on the part of 
retail grocers to carry more stock than has 
been the rule for the last six months. As to 
the improvement in the demand, however, 
there is no difference of opinion. All agree 
that it is quite material and that the outlook 
is not at all discouraging. 

- 

There was a very marked improvement in 
the demand for flour for export. Prices 
were advanced 6d to Isand the foreign mar- 
kets are trailing along and taking a great 
deal of flour. Ocean freights continued to 
climb, and made an advance of 1s 3d in 
the week. This, of course, worked against 
trade abroad, but the tone of the advices in- 
dicated that with a steady wheat market 
here next week, the sales would easily come 
up to anything that the exporters have 
had this week. One of the cables read, 
‘*Buyers hesitate to follow advance.’’ Nev- 
ertheless, the bids from abroad were ad- 
vanced during the week equal to 20c per 
bbl. The foreign demand is chiefly for 
prompt delivery and for October shipment 
from the seaboard. It was chiefly for 
straights and patents, though there were a 
few round lots of clears sold at 9d@Is 
more than they were bringing a week 
or ten days ago. Bids for clears were at 18s 
to 18s 3d; straights, 21s 6d@22s 6d; patents. 
23@24s. Sales are being made ce. i. f. Lon- 
don. Exporters say that London, which has 
been very slow for some time, is now com- 
ing into the market more freely. and that 
there is every prospect of a good business 
ahead. as it is believed that foreign stocks 
are down to a rather low level. First clears 
are being offered to exporters, so the latter 
say. at $2.20@2.45, jute, Chicago. 

Rye flour has followed the balance of the 
market up. Prices of cash rye were up 1ke 
and there were export sales of 80.000 bus here.

DEATH OF GILBERT MONTAGUE. 


Announcement was made on ’Change at 
Chicago, Saturday, Sept. 24, of the sudden 
death at 11:30 p. m. Friday night of Gil- 
bert Montague, known to the flour trade the 
world over. His death was due to heart 
trouble which had apparently become com- 
plicated with stomach disorder. Though 
Mr. Montague had been ailing for some 
time, he did not himself regard his condi- 
tion as serious, and attend to his daily 
duties up to and on the day of his death. 

Mr. Montague was universally esteemed 
among his business associates, and this re- 
spect had been gained in a long and honora- 
ble career, dating from 1871, when he first 
became a member of the Chicago Board of 
Trade.

THE LATE MR. GILBERT MONTAGUE. 


Montague was one of the most prominent 
in the flour exporting trade in Chicago. 
Four years ago the firm name was changed 
to Montague, Barrett & Co., on the admis- 
sion of Mr. Barrett. 

Mr. Montague had been a member of the 
flour inspection committee within the mem- 
ory of the oldest members of the board, for 
each administration recognized his integri- 
ty, worth and capacity, and reappointed 
him annually. He also served the Board of 
Trade six years as a director. He was re- 
cently appointed by the government as flour 
inspector at the Indian warehouse in Chica- 
go. Mr. Montague was one of the founders 
of the Board of Trade Mutual Benefit Asso- 
ciation, an organization for the insurance 
of members and their employees. This asso- 
ciation has just completed its seventh year 
and is in a highly flourishing condition, due 
largely to the conscientious efforts of Mr. 
Montague, who was one of the examining 
board to pass on applicants for membership. 
Mr. Montague was sixty-three years of age. 
He leaves a wife and step-daughter. His 
residence was at 453 Ellis avenue where the 
funeral services were held on Monday.

The Detroit & Lima Northern Railroad 
Co., which has had in view the establishing

The car-ferry lines have all 
done a very profitable business, and the 
lake-transit routes have become popular with 
Milwaukee shippers.

The recent in- 
crease of freight rates to the seaboard has 
taken away most of the margin we had, and 
we are now running our mills almost entire- 
ly for the benefit of others, having hard 
work to meet expenses. Of course we can- 
not expect to be making money all the time, 
an@ I am satisfied for a while to be able 
to meet expenses until the market improves. 
By yg the mills ‘we keep our help em- 
ployed, and the men cannot afford to be 
idle, so that in one 1espect at least we are 
making something, for we are taking care 
of the people who have been faithful to our 
interests. °’ 

H. Zech, a capitalist of Chilton, Wis., 
who has spent a. sums of money in put- 
ting wild lands of Marinette county on the 
warket for actual settlers, and getting colo- 
nies of Polanders in that section, has fin- 
ished the survey of two great water-powers 
on the Peshtigo river at High Falls and 
Johnston’s Falls. The plan for the devel- 
opment of the water-powers cuntemplates 
the building of large flour mills, and the 
utilization of the surplus power for other 
factories. A part of the project is the build- 
ing of a railroad from the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul’s Michigan division at Criv- 
itz, Wis., a distance of thirty miles, to con- 
nect with the Soo road on the north. The 
road will open a fine agricultural country 
and the success that has already attended the 
establishing of colonies is assurance that a 
wide field will soon feel the influence of .the 
movement.

Fearing lest none of 
the readers of the 
Northwestern Miller 
may be __ thoughtful 
enough to congratulate 
the venerable Toledo 
correspondent for the 
tenor of his letters 
since the reaping of 
the last harvest, he is 
quite inclined to do so 
himself. I have steadily, and from the first, 
combated the almost universal bear element 
in the wheat deal and the present system of 
selling down the markets. This selling be- 
gan early, and was based upon estimates of 
our production much in excess of the 
reality. Supplemented with these state- 
inents, English authorities have printed 
tables of the wheat crop of the world quite 
as baseless and unreal. Beerbohm is re- 
ported as cabling today a statement of the 
world’s wheat crop at about 300,000,000 bus 
in excess of the same estimate by the agri- 
cultural department. It is utterly unreliable. 
It doubtless includes America, France and 
Russia at totals out on the verge of the im- 
possible. The latest information from the 
interior of Russia gives a total loss of the 
crop ina large area, to be supplied from 
other parts of the government. No map to- 
day can correctly analyze the Russian crop 
within 75,000,000 bus. These enormous esti- 
nates are misleading. So far as the winter 
wheat crop of the United States is con- 
cerned, I believe it will finally prove a great 
disappointment to the gushing crop makers. 

| 

Slowly the wheat markets are recovering 
the unnecessary depreciation caused by 
these vicious attacks of the bears. The sales 
of wheat at the seaboard, for export, have 
been large. The exports, wheat and flour, 
from our Atlantic ports in the week equal 
3,000,000 bus. Continental markets have 
advanced more than Liverpool. Nowhere 
ubroad does the home-grown wheat move 
freely, and we are now near the end of Sep- 
tember. The autumn rains have com- 
menced, and there seem no good reasons for 
expecting much lower prices. 

The firmness and higher prices for cash 
ind September wheat this week have worked 
igainst millers here, because flour has not 
declined at home or abrord in the same ra- 
tio. The further advance in ocean freight 
is another adverse condition. 

- - 

Mr. Taylor of the Northwestern Elevator 
«& Mill Co., reports a full week’s work with 
their mills here and in the interior, with a 
dull market for their product. Their sales 
equal only about one-half of their output, 
and mainly for home consumption. Farm- 
ers’ sales of wheat are increasing a little.

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The flour market is 
a shade stronger, and 
a much better feeling 
prevails with the mill- 
ers and dealers. The 
indigo appearance of 
» a week ago, percepti- 
ble in the faces of the 
7 millers, has given way 
to a real healthy glow 
born of prosperous 
business. The direct cause for this increased 
buoyancy in the flour trade is due to a firim- 
er feeling in the local wheat market, which 
was beginning to get down very low. The 
carmine circulars issued last week by one 
of the local mills evidently had the effect of 
putting the millers on their mettle and they 
‘*turned themselves loose’’ and piled up a 
good many extra orders. The reduction in 
prices noted in the circulars had another 
effect; it increased the volume of local trade 
of the city mills, and when the outside mill- 
ers came in with their samples, they were 
met by this reduction, which they were un- 
able or rather unwilling to meet, and the 
city mills took the orders. The mills are 
all running on full time, and they manage 
to keep their surplus down. There is very 
little improvement in the export business. 
In fact, the spurt taken by this business sev- 
eral weeks ago has not proven lasting. Very 
few late export orders are sepested. The 
quarantine restrictions in some southern 
points has to some extent interrupted trade. 
but this has not had a materia) effect, as the 
quarantine lines are beyond the territory 
generally covered by our mills. The tone 
of the market today assumed stronger feel- 
ing and the mills advanced last week’s quo- 
tations by ten cents all around. This gives 
quotations as follows:

— continue fair, but they are not heavy 
and the farmer with wheat is not evincing 
any great amount of eagerness to sell at pres- 
ent quotations, which are 60c for wagon and 
62c for car lots. If anybody has sold wheat 
at these figures, they have made no great ado 
about it. It is not likely that strictly No. 2 
wheat has been or can be bought at these 
figures. The mills are paying from 65c to 
67c for western No. 2. A mill man said yes- 
terday that he would pay 65c per bu for 10,- 
000 bus No. 2 wheat. Receipts are only fair, 
there being last week only 90,982 bus, a fall- 
ing off from the week before. The indica- 
tions are that an avenge crop will be sown 
in Tenressee this fall. Preparations for 
putting in the crop are now under headway. 
The reports show that the planting in other 
southern states will be far in excess of last 
year. There is stored in the elevators of this 
city at least 350,000 bus of wheat. 

he trade for bran is opening up nicely 
and values have advanced from 50c to 75c 
aton for the week. Bran f. 0. b. Nash- 
ville, is quoted at $10 a ton. 

Several causes have operated to the detri- 
ment of the cornmeal trade. The principal 
of them is the operation of the pure-food 
bill. The corn mills are 1unning only on 
half time and even then find it difficult to 
work off their output. Bolted meal is still 
quoted at 40c, and pearl at 50c per bu. 

Corn receipts are light and there is very 
little demand at 35c. The reason for the 
small demand for western corn, the only 
kind in the market, is that country mills in 
the southern districts are beginning to grind 
the new crop. The south has raised the big- 
gest corn crop in its history, and prices are 
therefore likely to continue low, at least un- 
til sprin 
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The advance in wheat 
this week again inter- 
fered with the the 
working of new busi- 
ness, though some was 
booked by our millers, 
but in limited quan- 
tities. Wheat, if any- 
thing, is harder to get 
than heretofore. Farm- 
ers seem to be deter- 
mined to hold on to it, and their failure to 
deliver more freely this week was a disap- 
pointment. The mills at Indianapolis were 
grinding about as full as for the past few 
weeks, having turned out 17,913 bbls of 
flour. The failure to secure sufficient wheat 
to keep the mills going necessitated using 
from stocks, so that the wheat in store at 
Indianapolis has beeu reduced 67,946, bus, 
leaving in store today 352,633. From re- 
ports in every direction, the farmers are 

utting out an increased acreage of wheat. 

he ground seems to be in favorable condi- 
tion, and it is hoped that we may again 
reap a large harvest. What the farmers ex- 
pect to gain in the long run by holding 
their wheat remains to be seen. They will 
undoubtedly carry it for several months, 
then accept Jess for it than they could have 
received right from the machine. Unless 
the market becomes steady and the farmers 
do let goa little more freely, the winter 
wheat miller will not be able to run full. 

FROM THE MILLS—INDIANAPOLIS. 

The plant of the Wadsworth (O.) Milling 
Co. was burned Sept. 21. The loss is esti- 
mated at $16,000, with $13,000 insurance. 

George T. Evans: ‘‘The Hoosier mill con- 
tinues to grind its weekly grist at full time. 
but mostly on old orders, the advance hav- 
ing scared off the trade somewhat in the 
way of placing orders. The scarcity of 
wheat has been the most notable feature of 
the week, but we see that receipts of late 
from farmer’s hands have become a little 
heavier, and as country dealers are well 
tilled up, there may be a freer delivery, 
though it will take good prices to move it. 
Feed has been in much better demand, at 
considerably higher figures. While not so 
satisfactory this week, we have little to com- 
plain of.’’ 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘The advance in 
wheat markets has not brought us many or- 
ders, as buyers have not advanced their bids 
for flour in proportion to the advance in 
wheat and ocean rates,and,as a consequence, 
we have been able to book only a fraction of 
the offers made us. We had very fair orders 
on our books, however, that have kept the 
mill in operation. The demand for feed has 
been much better, at an advance of 25c to 40c 
a ton over last week's prices. Offerings of 
wheat have been limited, as farmers have 
not yet finished their seeding. As they will 
be through in this section by the end of the 
coming week, we look for freer receipts by 
that time.’’ 





INDIANA. 


Terre Haute letter: ‘‘The Imperial mill 
of W. L. Kidder & Son has been running 
fifteen hours a day this week, with orders 
about equally divided between export and 
eastern shipments. Trade on feed is a little 
better, prices having hardened somewhat. 
Wheat tributary to this territory is the finest 
we have had in years, and the — of 
flour that is being turned out is first-class. 
Buyers praise the quality of the flour made 
in this territory.”’ 


Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: ‘‘If 
there is any change, wheat receipts area 
little lighter and flour orders heavier, at 
smartly advanced prices. In our opinion, 
the trade is beginning to realize that 
conditions do not warrant any further de- 
cline in wheat and flour. We should judge 
from the urgency of requests for immediate 
shipment with tracers, which instructions 
are given with almost every order, that 
stocks must be extremely light. We still 
maintain that there will be no heavy move- 
ment of winter wheat. Our mill is running 
full time with orders booked ahead for ten 
days.’’ 

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: ‘‘We are 
just completing our fifth successive week of 
full-time operation, during which time we 
have been able to sell our product at a small 
but satisfactory profit, and have accumulat- 
ed no stock and still bave unfilled orders on 
our books. There has been no snap to the 
flour demand, but small orders from many 
customers have made a trade of good vol- 
ume. On the whole, we are well pleased 
with the record. Feed has advanced $1.50 a 
ton and demand is good. Wheat moves slow- 
ly and we find it difficult to add to our stock 
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except by paying stiff premiums over quota- 
tion for the advanced fours. id 

Goshen Milling Co., Goshen: ‘‘It has 
rained the most of the time for the two 
days. The water has not come down in 
great floods, but in a mild, gentle way, 
which will do lots of good. Farmers are 
about through sowing wheat, and this rain 
will bring it out of the ground quickly. In 
fact, many fields are up and the wheat is an 
inch high. It looks as thrifty and strong as 
can be. The conditions are much more fa- 
vorable than last fall, when the ground was 
baked so hard we could scarcely cut it with 
an axe. Pasturage is very good and farmers 
are therefore using little millfeed. The 
eastern demand for feed is quite good. Bran 
in particular is very much wanted, at 50c 
advance. The farmer is now displaying 
great generalship in improving prices by 
holding on to his wheat, and speculators now 
recognize him as an important factor in 
the market. We find the demand for flour 
fair, atan advance of about 20c. Wagon 
wheat is coming forward with moderate 


freedom. We are running our mill full 
time, using water-power mostly. *’

Hicks-Brown Milling Co., Mansfield: 


‘*We are running full time, having booked 
some good orders this week, although at very 
low prices. Our receipts of wheat from 
farmers are comparatively nothing. We duo 
not believe they are inclined to sell at pres- 
ent prices. Some —= say that farmers 
stop sowing wheat only as they run out of 
land. The weather has been very favorable. 
and we look for a large acreage. Feed is in 
pretty good demand, at very low prices.’’ 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: 
‘*Business is only moderate this week. We 
were shut down two days. making a few re- 
pairs, and have run only day time since re- 

irs were completed. Foreigners are bid- 

ing below cost for flour, hence no export 
business worked this week. We have sold 
for domestic account at satisfactory prices. 
Wheat receipts are absolutely nothing. We 
are buying from off the road to keep going. 
The demand for millfeed is fone 4 better 
during the past three days, and we have 
booked some good orders on feed at better 
prices than last week. Farmers are still 
very busy with fall work.”’ 


KENTUCKY. 


Lexington Roller mill, Lexington: ‘‘The 
town is full of soldiers. This has improved 
local business and makes us feel a little 
more cheerful. Also the advance in the 
wheat market is helping things a little and 
helping us to reduce our surplus stock very. 
rapidly. We hope to be able to soon say we 
are running full time. both sides, full ca- 
pacity. We cannot help but think the tura 
is coming in prices, and believe that our 
trade is going to be better.’’

W. M. Tait of Superior has taken a posi- 
tion with the North Dakota Millers’ Asso- 
ciation, as salesman for their flours in north- 
ern Wisconsin and upper Michigan, with 
headquarters at West Superior. 

C. J. McCollom, a merchant of Hallock, 
Minn., who formerly ran the old Superivr 
Roller mill, and was president of the Supe- 
rior Board of Trade in 1895, has been nomi- 
nated for congress by the republicans. 

H. Dabruck, the test baker at West Su- 
perior, says that the new flour works more 
easily than the 1897 crop, and that it is easier 
to get from it a desirable color. The 1898 
wheat makes a nice loaf of bread and flour 
especially desirable for family trade and 
small bakeries. 

H.G Atwood of McGuire & Atwood, grain 
commission, West Superior, after a six- 
weeks’ trip in Minnesota and North Dakota, 
said: ‘‘Much of the wheut will be badly 
bleached. Furimers, where they can, are 
holding their wheat, and some of them are 
selling May against it. There will be less 
contract-grade wheat this year than was 
earlier estimated, I think. Threshing is 
backward. ’’ 

The coal people are in the midst of their 
busy season. Sales are large and shipments 
consequently heavy. There is a good deal 
of anthracite being sold. Prices are again 
being cut and it is reported that car lots are 
being bought here at the rate of $4.25@4.50 
a ton. Soft prices are unchanged. Hock- 
ing is quoted at $2.25 and Youghiogheny 10c 
to 15c a ton higher. Lake shipments are 
quiet; rates 20c a ton for both hard and soft, 
with cargoes in demand by vesselmen. 

The first excursion from the wheat fields 
over the new Fosston line of the Great 
Northern road, which took place last week, 
brought to the Head of the Lakes over 2.000 
people from the upper part of the Red river 
valley. Both cities here vied with each oth- 
er in entertaining their guests. In the par- 
ty were many farmers and grain men who 
were pleased to have an opportunity of go- 
ing through the inspection yards at West 
Superior and Duluth. Boat rides on the 
lake, and special train rides about the 
cities, were features of the entertainment. 
Duluth went to considerable expense in the 
way of a gorgeous illumination. Superior 
was gaily decorated for the event. J. J. 
Hill addressed the people at Duluth. The 
excursionists expressed themselves as being 
thoroughly satisfied with their two days’ 
visit. It is thought that the new line will 
bring the upper Red river valley people and 
the Head of the Lakes markets nearer to- 
gether. Freight rates on grain aie the same 
over the line to and froin Minneapolis as to 
Superior-Duluth, but the argument is made 
that the shorter haul to the Head of the 
Lakes and the greater dispatch in handling 
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grain shipped here will attract grain this 
way. Return excursions are being arranged 
to take place next week.

There will not be 
much change in the 
milling and grain con- 
ditions through this 
z section for a few weeks. 
Millers haye got into 
the new crop of wheat 
and are running heavi- 
ly on local orders, 
which at this season of 
the year are the heaviest. The local trade 
of the mills in this territory will keep them 
going until almost Jan. 1. Of course some 
of them will have surplus flour to ship, of 
one grade or another. The mills will not 
make so much money out of their loca! 
trade this fall as they did last, when wheat 
prices were higher. Many of the mills take 
from one-quarter to one-third of farmers 
grists for their tolls. When this wheat 
is high in_ price it is clear that 
millers secure larger profits for their labor 
tban when prices are low. Threshing is 
progressing rapidly, but there is a large 
amount of wheat yet to be threshed. Farm- 
ers have done a large amount of their fall 
plowing, and will have a large acreage in 
condition for another crop before winter 
sets in. Many of them stacked their grain 
in rows across their fields, so that they 
could plow between them, while their grain 
was going through the sweat, or while wait- 
ing for the threshers. A large milling 
capacity is in operation through the Da- 
kotas, and for the time being a majority of 
the mills will offer, for eastern sbipinent 
plincipally, lower grades of flour, as their 

local trade takes most of their patent.

Brookman & Barrett, Vermillion, S. D., 
are having a fair business locally.

Mills on the Northern Pacific road from 
Winnipeg Junction to the Missouri river are 
now commonly asking $1.85 per 98-]b sack of 
flour. This is a uction of 15c a sack, 
and went into effect Monday. 

H. M. Wallace, proprietor of the Argyle 
(Minn.) Roller mill, says that the crop 
around Argyle is good and that the new 
wheat mills well. He has been connected 
with the Argyle mill for more than ten years. 

MacDonald & Cowell, for whom James 
Pye of Minneapolis is putting in a 75-bbl 
mill at Elk Point, S. D., report that they 
expect to be ready to start their mill by 
Oct. 10. The quality of the wheat around 
Elk Puint is fair. 

The Anenia & Sharon Land Co. of North 
Dakota, which owns a cleaning house at 
West Superior, has made some changes in 
its house this year which has increased its 
capacity. The elevator has not been en- 
larged, however, as reports would indicate. 
“The McHugh & Gardner Elevator Co., 
Langdon, N. D., is anxious to dispose of 
its mill at Forest River, N. D.; an adver- 
tisement concerning which will be found 
elsewhere in this issue. The McHugh & 
Gardner people are not millers, and for this 
reason want to dispose of the mill. 

Frank Jerrue of the Warren Mfg. Co., at 
Warren, Minn., says the Warren people 
nave a good crop of wheat this year. His 
mill is doing its usual good local trade. He 
reports competition as keen for local busi- 
ness. T. Moulton, formerly with the Com- 
mander mill at West Superior, is now inter- 
ested in the Warren mill.

sparkling gems, and, making its way up 
from among the long, low ranges of blue 
bills in the tar southwest, the river Minnesota 
to join the southward-flowing Mississippi. 

Yhe river swiftly approaches the mills and 
more swiltly hurries away over the Falls and 
through the races and down through the 
lung, winding channel cut many scores of 
feet deep through sandstone and limestone 
and solid earth till it joins the Minnesota. 
Here and there simall islands, rocky or full 
of trees, appear with the stream swiftly 
swirling und eddyiug by them. Numerous 
bridges span the river, up stream and down, 
to the farthest limits of the city. A spleudid 
stone viaduct railway bridge, resting on 
iwany massive and solid arches, sweeps in a 
graceful curve along the river tront between 
the mills and the Falls and spans the river 
just below. 

The picture shows the mills and a huge 
elevator or two toward the close of a sum- 
iner afternoon with the sun sinking into the 
west. In the foreground is the Mississippi 
at a point just below the Falls. Beyond the 
group of mills is the 1etail section of the 
city. On the opposite side of the river from 
the scene here shown, and a short distance 
from its banks, stands the greatest of all 
mills—the famous Pillsbury A. 

As is well known to all the readers of this 
journal the mills ‘‘on the falls’’ are the 
inost extensive in the world, numbering 
more than a score. They are great, giant- 
like buildings, strong and endurable, and 
so high that the roadways and alleys among 
them seem, at least to one who first visits 
them, almost cavernous, and such a one 
would be much impressed with their magni- 
tude, the precise, business-like way in which 
ull operations are carried on, the Niagara- 
like rumble and roar of machinery which 
emanates from each, the rush and swift 
swirl of water through canals and race-ways, 
and, at seasons, when the Mississippi is 
high, with the great avalanche of water that 
plunges over the Falls and breaks into waves 
and white, flying spray at their feet. 

A small army of workmen is kept busy, 
oftentimes day and night, in these huge 
mills, both in summer and in winter, and 
the results of its combined action sour in- 
to the gigantic when numbered in barrels 
of flour made in any given space of time— 
say a day, a month or a year. If all 
these inills were to run at full time and full 
or maximum capacity for a week of seven 
days the number of barrels of flour made at 
the end of that time would be over 350,000 
and in one day over 50,000. The Pillsbury 
A, which has the greatest capacity of any, 
has made in one day of twenty-tour hours 
the enormous quantity of 10,783 barrels of 
flour, and the Washburn-Crosby A has made 
9,031 barrels in the same length of time. 
The greatest quantity of flour ever made iu 
one week of seven days by these wills was 
356,125 barrels. For the crop year ending 
with August 31st, 1898, these mills made, in 
round numbers. 13,400,000 barrels of flour; 
for the year ending with the same date in 
1896, 12,500,000 barrels were made. Large 
quantities of this flour are sold in England 
and other foreign countries, as much as 
4.000,000 barrels having been exported in a 
single year. 

To keep these many huge mills in wotion 
year in and year out, immense quantities of 
wheat are required, and it is found close at 
band on the great prairies and smaller wood- 
land farms of Minnesota and the two Dako- 
tas. From thence millions of bushels are 
brought to the elevators of Minneapolis and 
swiftly transformed into peerless flour by 
the rollsand machinery of these thorough- 
ly-equipped and skillfully-managed mills, 
und there are few bread-eaters in civilized 
lands who do vot know of the excellence of 
the spring wheat flours made by them.

The flour market has 
shown quite a decid 
improvement, this week, 
with more active buy- 
ing at the close. The 
_ market has been steadi- 
_ ly improving for over 
two weeks, and rrices 
are from ten to thirty 
cents above the low level 
of the first of the month. 
The most pronounced advance is in spring 
patents, which sold as low as $3.70 for stand- 
ard and $3.50 for country brands. At the 
close standard brands were selling at $4, 
with slightly more asked, while country 
were $3.70. The trade on the beginning of 
the upward movement bought freely and for 
two weeks has been using up this flour with 
bid prices slowly following the advance, but 
the amount of business is light, for buyers 
were all the time looking for a reaction, 
which did not come. The development at 
the advance of further large export trade in 
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wheat brought in quite a demand for flour, 
the persistent buying of the foreign dealers 
and the continued strength of wheat chang- 
ing the opinions of a | amg many as to the 
robabilities of the flour market. Clears 
ve improved about the samme amount as 
patent. Sales were made as low as $2.90, 
with prices at the close quoted at $3.10@ 
8.20; old clears are $3.35@3.45. There is a 
little business doing in old spring wheat 
flour on the basis of about $4.35@4. 50.

With the improving demand for domestic 
use in flour there was no interest shown for 
export, and export bids continue below the 
market. The trade in winter wheat flour 
has been improving with the advance in 
price, although the gain in the market has 
not been so much as in spring wheat.

In rye flour the market improved con- 
siderably, prices having gained about 20c, 
with the market more active at the advance. 
Prices are quoted on the basis of $2.60@3. 10. 

A little more business has developed in 
buckwheat flour, and the quotations at the 
close of the week were $1.75 on the spot and 
$1.65 to arrive. 

In oatmeal there is a fair jobbing trade.

The feature of the wheat market was the 
awakening of speculative interest and the 
continued heavy export buying uf wheat. 
The persistent demand is quite surprising in 
view of the claims of a large wheat crop in 
Europe, but is due to the smallness of stocks 
in large part and to the uncertainty regard- 
ing the Russian shipments. Shipping houses 
say that Europe put off buying wheat just as 
long as possible, the trouble being that the 
trade had not recovered from the losses 
made on the purchases of high-priced wheat. 
Stocks were allowed to run down to the very 
lowest figure and the realization that Russia 
would not come in as a heavy shipper turned 
a very large demand towards America. This 
demand has been extended over a period of 
a month, with a more active trade the past 
few days. Purchases on Tuesday of last week 
were 1,100,000 bus, while the purchases on 
Wednesday and Thursday were about 800, - 
000 bus a day. The demand has been about 
half filled with winter and half with spring 
wheat. Cash preiniums have been sharply 
advanced until prices are now the highest 
since the midsummer premiums disap- 
peared. The activity of the export business 
has brought in more speculative interest.

The export demand in corn has almost 
kept pace with the demand for wheat, al- 
though the buying has failed to awake any 
interest in the market. Shippers have taken 
hold freely, but the demand has not influ- 
enced prices to an important extent. 

The demand for oats was small for export, 
and there was only a little local trade. 

Barley is more active and decidedly strong- 
er, with a good demand for malting, and 
an improved demand for feeding.

The flour market bas 
shown an advance in 
asking prices during 
the week, the stronger 
tone to wheat causing 
a general mark-up on 
the part of mill agents. 
The result is a slow 
trade, as at the higher 
prices asked, the de- 
mand is checked toa 
considerable extent. At the low prices rul- 
ing a week or so ago, buyers have bought 
quite liberal supplies, but in no case are 
there very large purchases ahead being made. 
The tendency is to buy only what is needed 
for immediate use. Most of the purchases 
of spring patents of late have been at about 
$3.75@3.90 for new; but at the close few 
choice brands can be picked up below $3.85 
@4; although a quite fair sale of one choice 
brand is noted at $3.9C. Most leading brands 
are held at $4 and above, and few sales can 
be effected above that. Old spring patents 
are about over for the season, although the 
asking range is yet about $4.25@4.50, the 
latter for special brands. Some old wheat 
flours are held by jobbers, but mill agents 
are mostly offering new-wheat goods.

The movement in winter wheat flours is 
still dull, but the tone is firm, in sympathy 
with the advance in wheat. For patents, 
the range is about $3.75@4, but $3.85@3.%0 
will cover most of the businessdoing. New 
winter so-called straight flours, out of which 
low-grades and patents have been taken, 
are being offered at $3.25@3.35, but for reg- 
ular straights, the range is up to 3.65@3.75, 
with limited sales. For clear winter flours, 
few choice brands are being offered much 
below $3.25, and flours obtainable below this 
are generally off somewhat in quality.

Millers are still find- 
ing the trade consider- 
ably improved, but 
some of them think it 
is a trifle slacker than 
last week. The change 
to new wheat is still 
in progress, and it will 
need to be quite out of 
the way before there is 
much chance of real 
stability. Patent spring wheat flour is sell- 
ing in the eastern market all the way from 
$3.75 to $4.50, which looks as though it 
would be some time before the change is 
fully made. If the new wheat is to be turned 
into flour at the harvest price, there should be 
no one starving this winter, unless it be the 
milling fraternity itself. Wheat dealers are 
saying all sorts of good things of the new 
spring wheat coming in from Chicago. It 
is not only finer than any from Duluth, but 
it is cheaper. and, too, it is plentiful and 
appears to have saved the day, so far as 
keeping up the supply is concerned. Cash 
wheat has been held so high in Duluth that 
it was practically out of the question to get 
any of it, and the price might have con- 
tinued indefinitely but for the appearance 
of a most acceptable substitute from Lake 
Michigan. It is curious to note that with 
the wonderful crops of grain on all sides, it 
has not been really plentiful here this fall. 
For a considerable time there was no new 
wheat from Duluth on sale here. 

¥* 

Winter wheat from the west is now fairly 
outclassed by the state crop, but farmers are 
holding back for better prices. Oats are 
scarce, and there isa crying demand for 
rye in round lots, so that there is nothing 
left in quantity but corn. There is a short- 
age of cars in all branches of the carrying 
trade, which adds to the complications and 
uncertainties of business. The local flour 
mills are running ata better rate, though 
none of them are yet warranted in a full 
output. It is believed, though, that with 
the change to new spring wheat, the trade 
will settle down to a good business, though 
at low prices. There is no change in the 
local flour situation, sales being fair at for- 
mer prices.

The movement of flour through from Min- 
neapolis is reported to be as rapid as at any 
time on record. One agency is getting con- 
signments with remarkable promptness. 

There is much cutting of grain rates by 
the roads reported, but the lake rates on 
flour are firm and appear likely to remain 
so. Rail business appears to be in about as 
bad shape as ever. 

The case against the Collins Baking Oo. 
for selling pound loaves of bread in viola- 
tion of the ordinance, in order to make a 
test of the validity of the ordinance, has 
been tried, but no decision rendered. 

The Commercial Transportation Co., rep- 
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resenting the Duluth and Superior mills, is 
bringing down flour outside of the poagemer 
lines and has a boat due tomorrow. What 
the arrangement is does not seem to be fully 
understood here. 

Millers and grain dealers are still unable 
to swallow the report of the million-dollar 
flour mill to be erected in Lockport. They 
say there can be no possible justification for 
such a move. Nothing further has been 
heard of the enterprise. 

The insurance companies are wonderfully 
prompt in settling for the flour in the 
burned New York Central warehouse. Be- 
fore the light repairs were made to the 
building some of the checks were in the 
hands of the insured. The warehouse was 
used again this week. 

The wet-grain men did not get the chance 
of making a profit out of the situation this 
week, though they came very near it. The 
steamer ‘‘Orinoco,”’ with 114,000 bus Du- 
luth wheat, went full tilt on Waverly shoal, 
just outside the harbor, last Wednesday 
night, going more than four feet out, but she 
did not leak and was lightered off practical- 
ly uninjured. 

Transformers for the preparation of the 
Niagara electric current that is to run the 
Urban mill are going into position in the 
new lighting station of the Buffalo General 
Electric Co. and the cables are in from there 
to the mill, but there is no new machinery 
at the mill yet. It is said that Col. T. E 
Ellsworth of Lockport, the attorney for the 
Cataract Mill Co. at Niagara Falls, is now 
owner of a great part of the stock of the 
company and may take control when the 
mill starts up, which is expected to be soon.

The advance in wheat 
this week strengthened 
the flour market, and 
within the last few 
days the mills have 
generally put up prices 
ten cents a barrel.

of recent weeks; and, as stocks in jobbers 
hands are sinall. the outlook is favorable 
for more liberal buying in the near future. 
The market closes tirm, with offerings mod- 
erate, both on spot and to-arrive. The 
bulk of transactions is in new spring patent, 
of which fairly liberal purchases have beeu 
nade from $3.65 up to $3.85. At the close 
there are no really choice goods offering be- 
low $3.85, and many of the mills are un- 
willing to sell below $3.90@3.95. The qual- 
ity of the new flour is better than bad been 
anticipated, and there is not likely to be 
tmnuch discrimination on the part of buyers 
in favor of old. Spot supplies of old are 
small and there is not much offering to ar- 
rive. Prices of standard goods are quoted 
at $4.15@4.30 while some of the favorite 
stencils are held at higher figures. A moder- 
ate business has been done in new straight 
at $3.45@3.65, but there has been little in- 
quiry for clear, quotations for which are 
largely nominal.

What is more, 
the improvement looks 
as though it had come 
tu stay forawhile. The 
gain in wheat has 
caused all mills to raise 
their quotations, but 
of course the selling or 

taking to account at old limits, which 
usually precedes an advance, has again been 
indulged in. Jobbers and exporters were 
in the market this week, and a fair business 
was done, chiefly at old rates, it being ex- 
ceptional where any advance was paid. Some 
agents were busy, while others were idle, the 
orders going naturally to those whose quota- 
tions were the lowest, or slowest to change. 
Spring patent and winter straight received 
the most attention, though something was 
also done in the other grades in a car-lot 
way. Old spring patent has run its course 
and is no longer offered. The mixture 
brought $38.90, but it too will soon be laid 
aside and forgotten. New spring patent, 
which is now the favorite in every partic- 
ular, is offering at all sorts of prices, with 
the country or interior mills setting the 
pace for cheapness if not for quality. In 
other words, while some mills are asking 
$3.85 and over for such stock, others are

anxious to sell it at $3.60 or thereabouts, 
making the disparity in price hard to un- 
derstand in the absence of any material dif- 
ference in quality. Sales were made at 
both extremes, also at figures between.

New spring clear has been neglected at 
$2.75@3, though an ovcasional car of part 
old was sold at $3.10 or more. Winters have 
been more sought after, particulariy near-b 
straight, which, at $3.25@3.40, has undersol 
the west and led in the transactions. Much 
of this flour is clear masquerading as 
straight, however, and can not do the work 
of the genuine article. Patent, clear and 
low-grade found few takers, though some. 
On the whole, the situation is better than it 
was last week, bnt there is still room for 
great improvement.

Wheat was strong and active for the most 
part, closing today 244¢ higher on cash and 
1%c¢ on December than last Saturday. Cash 
wheat is still selling even with September, 
but bas increased its premium over Decem- 
ber to two cents. Spot No. 2 western is worth 
3c more than the contract grade, and De- 
cember here is fully one cent higher than 
the New York option. Receipts were small, 
clearances fair, stocks showing a decrease 
of 67,374 bus.

Despite the fact that 
flour valves have shown 
a steadier tendency dur- 
ing the current week 
and some extensive busi- 
ness was put through for 
export, sellers find it 
difficult to induce loca! 
buyers to anticipate 
future wants. On the 
other hand, the export 
demand for Canadian .flour was quite brisk 
during the week, and reports received by 
the two big milling concerns here state that 
although American brands are offered at 
less value, prices on Canadian have gone up 
from 3d to 6d a sack in London. Account 
of sales of new Ontario patents were re- 
ceived a few days ago that net $3.80 on track 
in Montreal. This is better than can be 
done here at present on new flour. Busi- 
ness in American flour in bond for ship- 
ment to Newfoundland was done during the 
week at $3.15 here. In old wheat Manitoba 
brands, culling has been done, locally, but 
prices as a rule are steady. During the past 
three days 5,000 sacks of these have been 
taken for export to Glasgow and London, 
and there is a growing scarcity of this old 
wheat stock. Spring wheat patents are 
quoted at $4.50@4.80, and strong clears at 
$4.20@4.50. In Ontario goods several good- 
sized lots were taken for shipment to New- 
foundland, direct from the mill west of To- 
ronto, at $3.30 laid down here, but the qual- 
ity was only ordinary straights, as sales of 
90 per cent flour have been made at $3.35@ 
to $3.40 in car lots here.

FROM THE TRADE. 


H. J. Arnold, Sterling, Kas: ‘‘We look 
forward to a prosperous milling season. 
Our wheat matured in fine condition, test- 
ing all the way from 58 to 64 Ibs to the 
bushel. The late rains spoiled some of the 
poor stacks, but for the most part it is be- 
ing marketed in good conditiou.’’ 

Blaker Milling Co., Pleasanton: ‘‘ Local 
receipts of wheat are fairly good; the quali- 
ty is very uneven, testing from 48 to 60 
Ibs, the average being about 55. Our 
mill is running full time, with the demand 
for flour more satisfactory than the price. 
Many mills seem to be inclined to cut prices 
below the cost of production. ’’ 

National Milling & Elevator Co., Parsons: 
‘*The milling business is very quiet. The 
country is flooded with second grade flour 
in patent brands at prices below the cost of 
production. Demand for millfeed is good 
and prices satisfactory. We are running 
half tiine on local trade. Wheat receipts are 
light and will not be any better until prices 
advance. Farmers will not sell freely at 
present prices. We are having a good ex- 
port demand via the Gulf and some inquiry 
from the West Indies. Our corn crop will 
be a large one.’”’ 

B. F. Yohe, Douglass: ‘‘Flour is some- 
what slower, but we have succeeded in mov- 
ing out sufficient right along to keep us run- 
ning. Epxort business seems rather hard to 
work, although we are taking a few orders 
occasionally. Have recently remodeled to 
plansifter system, and with enlarged capac- 
ity are doing better work than ever. We 
are buying our wheat in Kansas. Oklahoma, 
and Nebraska, and are grinding very fine 
wheat, some testing as high as 68 Ibs as it 
comes from the cars. The flour is simply 
superb. Wheat and other grains are mov- 
ing slowly."’

OKLAHOMA AND TEXAS. 


[Special Correspondence. } 


The weather in the 
immediate vicinity of 
Enid still continues 
dry. In various other 
sections of Oklahoma 
moderate rains have 
fallen. The wheat crop 
of Oklahoma for 1898-9 
has made its appear- 
ance, and its growth 
from vow until next 
harvest will be watched by the farmer with 
hope and anxiety. The work of seeding is 
now going on, and the ground which is 
prepared will be all plan in the next two 
weeks. There is hardly enough moisture in 
the ground to germinate the seed, and it 
will probably lie dormant until] rain comes. 
There is still considerable ground to plow— 
yerhaps one-fourth of the proposed acreage. 
Tt a good rain comes inside of two weeks, 
this ground will be prepared and sown. An 
occasional cloud of smoke on the horizon 
denotes that a threshing machine is at work, 
but the threshing for this yeer is about 
over. Very little wheat is being marketed 
at present, 52c not being considered suffi- 
cient by the opulent Oklahoma farmer, who 
is fast getting into position to be a prom- 
inent factor in dominating the price. Rais- 
ing wheat is a continuous business in Okla- 
homa. For instance, the growing wheat 
has appeared and the work of threshing is 
not yet over. Nosooner is the crop har- 
vested than the work of preparing the 
ground for the next crop is begun. The 
milling business in the far southwest is re- 
ported by the mills as follows: 

OKLAHOMA. 

Pawnee Mill Co: ‘‘We are running our 
mill about eighteen hours a day; the de- 
mand for flour and feed is very good. Wheat 
is not in first-class condition for milling, 
being inostly too damp. There is very little 
being marketed, the farmers holding for 
better prices. The acreage sown around 
here this year will be about the same as last 
year. Farmers have begun to sow wheat.”’ 

TEXAS. 

Ballinger Milling Co: ‘‘The wheat crop 
in this section was a failure this year. If 
we get seasonable rains the farmers will 
plant more than ever. The milling business 
is only fair. We have to ship in all the 
wheat we grind.”’ 

J. F. Wieser & Co. Dublin: ‘‘The milling 
and elevator business is fairly good. The 
wheat crop was slightly damaged by excess- 
ive rains at harvest. The corn crop is ex- 
cellent and oats fair to good. The prospects 
for an increase in the wheat acreage is very 
good if the season should be favorable. ’’ 

Hico Roller Mills: ‘‘The grain and mill- 
ing conditions are fairly good this year, 
although not nearly so good as if there had 
not been such heavy rains during harvest. 
Corn will be a full crop and will commence 
to move inside of ten days. The acreage 
sown to wheat this fall from present indica- 
tions will be about 12 per cent larger than 
last year, in consequence of the planters 
getting exceedingly low prices for cotton, 
hence paying more attention to wheat. ’’

small lots of wheat into this market fol- 
lowed. This was probably the condition in 
other towns, as the time has now arrived 
when, weather permitting, wheat is general- 
y marketed in large quantities in this state. 

he rain came at the most opportune time. 
Wheat planting is finished, the corn is in 
the shock, and the frost has hovered very 
far above the proverbial pumpkin. So far, 
we are having a fall most favorable for 
next year's crop. While the gentle rains 
have been so helpful to all kinds of farming, 
the rivers have not filled up as yet to a per- 
ceptible extent. The Grand river, both here 
and at Grand Rapids, is low and at the lat- 
ter city the mills are running full time. 
mostly by steam. The local delivery of 
wheat for two weeks has been rather small; 
at the saine time the general! flour trade has 
been fair to good. The export demand is a 
great help. The domestic trade is very sub- 
stantial. Millers are largely sold ahead and 
several are worried, not to find a market, 
but to find wheat to make the flour on time. 
It is a long time since millers were sold so 
far ahead as now. 

* * 


Millfeed has not yet started in on a rapid 
advance. Pastures are very fine and a large 
amount of northwestern feed is offered very 
low. Local trade in both flour and millfeed 
is fair. The best Michigan patents in job- 
bing lots are held at $4 and upward. In car 
lots to Boston points in wood, they are $4@ 
4.20; first-class second patents, $3.75 up. 
There are plenty of flours called second pat- 
ents at less than these figures. Local wheat 
costs 60@65c. and at Detroit, in car lots, 
67@69c. High point for the week was 70c 
yesterday for No. 2 red. cash and December. 
All the coarse grains including beans are 
active and strong at $1. Clover seed has 
advanced, October and March being $4.50 
for prime.

Hine & Chatfield, Bay City: ‘‘We have 
been working on a rising market the past 
week, and this taken with the very light re- 
ceipts from farmers, bas naturally made us 
conservative about sales. We find the east- 
ern trade beginning to nibble, and in every 
case, wants immediate shipment with tracer. 
The farmers have finished seeding in this 
locality, and we believe that fully last year’s 
acreage has been put in. Local rains the 
past few days have helped the growing wheat 
very much. We have had no frosts in this 
locality. Corn is now all in the shock. 
Local demand for offal is still light. Local 
wheat prices, 62@64c.’’ 

Allmendinger & Schneider, Ann Arbor: 
‘*We are running full time and have been 
for several weeks. All buyers wish their 
flour shipped immediately. The Budapest 
wheat, which Mr. Voigt introduced at 
Grand Rapids, has been more largely raised 
about here this year than ever before, and 
we think one lot brought to us is the finest 
wheat we have ever seen in Michigan. The 
yield has not fully satisfied our farmers, but 
it appears to be getting better, and this year 
we have records of yields running all the 
way from 18 to 35 bus an acre. We believe 
it would be good policy for Michigan mill- 
ers to persist in having this wheat sown for 
a few years, unti) it becomes thoroughly ac- 
climated.

There is a little bet- 
ter feeling in the trade 
generally this week, 
though it is necessary 
to cable reductions in 
the prices of certain 
grades of flour, both 
in London and Glas- 
gow. The lower prices, 
however, are more in 
the way of evening up 
the difference between the values of spot 
stuff and flour to arrive than of a general 
lowering of values. The weather the past 
week has been very fine. Altogether, Eng- 
lish farmers tray congratulate themselves on 
having been especially blessed in respect to 
harvest weather this year. A very handsume 
specimen of new English wheat was shown 
today. It was grown in Essex, and the yield 
was forty bushels to the acre. Every berry 
was plump, and it was estimated to weigh 
sixty-four pounds to the bushel. One hears 
of some extraordinary yields this season; 
for instance, a farmer in a county not far 
from London is reported to have threshed 
126 bushels from two acres of ground. 
This, of course, is quite exceptional; and 
well-informed traders are estimating the 
general yield at thirty-six bushels, which 
is somewhat above the average. It is thought 
by some that the English wheat this year, 
though large and plump, has not much 
strength. If this prove true, it should lead 
to a good demand for strong American clear 
flour for mixing purposes. Though the 
weather has been so exceptionally favorable 
for barvesting and threshing, the English 
farmers do not appear to be rushing their 
wheat to market; which is not strange, con- 
sidering that it is worth only about 27s per 
qr, whereas a very few months ago the 
farmers had no difficulty in getting 40s or 
more. In view of the present comparatively 
low prices and that the English farmers are 
now in a pretty good position to hold their 
wheat. it is not likely that there will be any 
great rush to market early in the season. 
While the English wheat crop this year is a 
good one, the oat crop is not an average 
one.

Beerbohm places the English crop at 
8,500,000 qrs, and estimates the imports of 
wheat the coming season at a minimum of 
21,500,000 qrs. This is slightly under the 
imports of 1897-98, and about the same as 
those in 1°96 97. 

The world’s stock of wheat, according to 
Broomhall, is 328,000,000 qrs_ this year, 
against 293,000,000 last year. This stock is 
made up of both crop and reserves. Though 
the 1898 crop is larger than any crop the 
last five years, by taking the the reserves 
into account Broomhbal! makes the stocks for 
1895 and 1894 larger than those of 1898, 
which year is credited with the reserve of 
14,000,000 qrs.

The imports of flour into Great Britain 
from the United States were somewhat 
larger io July, 1898, than for the same month 
in the two preceding years. The total im- 
ports of wheat meal and flour into Great 
Britain for the eleven months ending July 
31, 1898, -were about 500,000 Ibs more 
than for the corresponding period in 1897. 
The heat and long-continued dry weather 
are causing complaints from France. Their 
sowing is being delayed in consequence, 
and many farmers are being obliged to sell 
off their cattle. as the fields are drying up 
so that they will no longer support the cat- 
tle. Here in London the same causes have 
led to grievous trouble with the water sup- 
ply in the East End, the water company 
having been obliged to reduce the service 
from a constant supply to a six-hour serv- 
ice. There is talk of a further reduction to 
four hours, and some of the papers make 
the most alarming statements about a short 
supply in the reservoirs.

From a review of the grain trade and 
milling business in Italy, in a recent issue 
of the Austro-Hungarian Miller-Zeitung, 
it appears that, owing to the good Italian 
crop in 1896, the imports of grain and flour 
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in 1897 were 326,060 tons less than in 1896. 
The entire quantity of wheat imported in 
1897 amounted to 414,108 tons, of which 
Russia furnished 495,654 tons, this country 
usually supplying the largest quantity to 
Italy. The value of Italian exports of flour 
and its products was much larger in 1897 
than in 1896, but this was owing more to 
higher prices thna to larger exports. Last 
year the interior country mills were favora- 
bly situated for business the first half of the 
season, owing to the good yield in 1896. 
Owing to the large inland consumption, they 
were kept very busy, and they worked on 
stocks which were bought at low prices, and 
which advanced on their hands. 

On the other hand, the mills along the 
coast were not so favorably situated, since 
the imports of wheat were very small. While 
in the tirst half of 1896 442,566 tons of wheat 
were imported, in the corresponding period 
in 1897, 174.109 only were imported. For 
the last half of 1897 the conditions were 

uite different. Then, it became apparent 
that the home crop of wheat was poor, not 
only in upper Italy, where this was foreseen, 
but in middle and southern Italy, where a 
good average crop was expected. 

At the same time, it became apparent that 
the other European countries, with the 
exception of Germany, had deficient wheat 
crops. In the second half of the year, the 
consumption of maize increased considera- 
bly, which affected unfavorably the business 
of those mills grinding hard wheat, which 
is not largely produced in Italy, for the 
production of middlings and flour for mac- 
aroni, etc. The consumption of such prod- 
ucts fell off materially, owing to the in- 
creased use of maize. 

GLASGOW. 

R. Hunter Craig & Co. (Sept. 15): ‘‘A 
steady trade is doing at about the follow- 
ing prices on spot: Minneapolis patent, 27s 
6d@28&s; Minneapolis clears, 20s 6d@21s; 
Milwaukee patent, 26s@26s 6d; Milwaukee 
clears, 20@20s 6d; Kansas patent, 25@26s; 
Kansas clears, 20@21s; winter wheat pat- 
ent, 24s 6d@25s 6d; winter wheat, extra fan- 


cy, 22@23s. The imports this week are 39, - 
580 sacks. ’”’ 
Dunlop Bros: ‘‘The imports of flour last 


week were 39,580 sacks, of which quantity 
248 sacks were French flour. The shipments 
for the week amounted to 16,104 sacks. A 
steadier tone prevailed in trade during the 
past week, and a fair demand was experi- 
enced for Minnesota patent on spot, at rela- 
tively bigh prices, but the liberal arrivals of 
winter wheat flour have fully satisfied the 
requirements for that variety. Flour is 
steady; and, in the case of Minnesota and 
other spring patent, which are very scarce 
on spot, price is maintained, but forward 
prices are cheaper on the week. American 
winter wheat flours shows a reduction of 6d 
per sack, as against rates of last Wednesday. 
Progress in Hungarian flour is arrested by 
the rather higher prices now generally re- 
quired.’’ 
LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co. (Sept. 13): ‘‘There 
has been a better tone in the wheat market 
than for some time past during the last 
seven days, and values of wheat, both on 
spot and for December delivery, have im- 
proved about 2d per ctl. There is, however, 
so far, little or no improvement in the flour 
trade, though prices have shown no further 
decline, at least for American flour, though 
our local mills have again reduced prices 6d 
per sack. It must not be overlooked that 
prices of flour for forward delivery are 
about 3s per sack lower than for immediate 
delivery. ’’ 

ROTTERDAM. 


Altona Bros. (Aug. 13): ‘‘Since Aug. 
30, the trade in Holland has been insignifi- 
cant. Foreign markets continue very quiet 
at almost unchanged figures, and as no 
wheat has turned up, this quietness may 
continue for some time. Stocks have be- 
come very low, and, as large sales of flour 
have been contracted for fall delivery at 
continued lower and lower prices, some re- 
action seems inevitable. Today the feeling 
was a trifle steadier, especially for corn and 
wheat flour, and the opinion is gaining 
ground that we may have seen the lowest 
price for some time to come. Wheat, es- 
pecially American, is offered at lower fig- 
ures. Rye is unchanged, and there is not 
much doing in it Corn is steady and prices 
are slowly advancing. Flour is also a trifle 
better. American first clear of good baking 
quality is worth 8% guilders, c. i. f. here, 
for September shipment.’ 

CLEAR AND LOW-GRADE FLOURS, 


The following are additional replies re- 
ceived regarding the demand for first clear 
and low-grade flour: 

Kruger,.Darsie & Co., Liverpool: ‘‘With 
regard to the poor sale for first clears and 
low-grade flour, we are unable to give you 
much information as to the cause, as there 
is hardly any sale for either in Liver- 
pool, practically none of first clear, and 
very little low-grade. Red-dog, has met 
with an improved demand, in  conse- 
quence of the entire absence of stocks, and 
the relatively high price of English mill 
offals; however, we do not think its high 
price will be maintained much longer.’’ 

T. S. Medill, London: ‘‘The reason of 
the poor demand lately ruling for first clear 








flour is that English flour was very scarce, 
and, without English flour to give color and 
sweetness, our bakers and millers could do 
— with the grade named. Now, the 
demand is reviving, and will, in my opin- 
ion, continue. Red-dog commands a sale 
at an exorbitant price, because of the scar- 
city and dearness of mill offals. Low-grades 
are too dear for mixing with middlings, but 
demand for them will doubtless improve 
with the advent of new English flour, as 
they are used for mixing.”’ 

Peter Dowie & Co., Leith: ‘‘The demand 
in our market for first clear and low-grade 
flour is very small, as at the price at which 
bread is retailed, bakers can afford to use 
more first and second patent. We do not 
look ‘for an improved demand in these 
grades, unless bakers begin to cut prices of 
bread, and this might drive them to cheap- 
er flours. ’’ 

August Blumenthal, Hamburg: ‘‘The 
poor sale of first clear and low-grade during 
the past two months may be accounted for 
by high prices, high freights, and high du- 
ty, causing consumers to prefer the cheaper 
German flour, which has lately continually 
improved. The business done in red-dog 
is attributable to the low price of that low 
quality. An improved demand for better 
grades is hardly to be expected in the near 
future.’’ 

Adolf Goldschmidt, Leipzig: ‘‘The busi- 
ness in flour was quiet during the last few 
months, and there was only little demand, 
so that prices could not advance. The situ- 
ation changed some weeks ago, because 
prices of grain were dull. Mills are now 
running with advantage, and the demand 
is good. Lower grades of flour and red-dogs 
are scarce, and there is good demand for 
them.’”’ 

M. Witsenburg, Jr., Amsterdam: ‘‘The 
small business in American first clear flour, 
which grade represents 90 per cent of the to- 
tal imports here, found its reason in the 
unsettled state of the market. Buyers did 
not wish to buy at prices equal to those of 
inland flour. During the last few weeks the 
sale of American flour has been quite im- 
portant, buyers coming on the market as 
well for prompt as for deferred shipment 
in round lots.’’ 

Eugen Baumann, Berlin: ‘‘There is no 
great market for first clear and low-grade 
flour in Germany, on account of the high 
duty, and especially at the present low 
prices, and people would rather pay a little 
more and take the very best they can get.”’ 

Henry P. Newman, Hamburg: ‘‘The 
reason for the poor sale of first clear flour 
may be found in the good German crop, 
which is delivering first-rate flours so that 
German millers are not waiting to import 
first-rate flours on account of the high duty; 
while low-grade flours are wanted for feed- 
ing purposes. I believe that this position 
will last for some time.’’

There is rather a peculiar exhibition in 
progress at Albert Memorial hall, namely, 
a vegetarian exhibition, in connection 
with the vegetarian conference. All manner 
of cereal foods are here exhibited. and the 
lecturers expatiate on the virtues of the veg- 
etarian diet. 

Canadian flour has been very much boomed 
over here of late. I was reminded of this 
the other day by an importer, who said he 
had lately received a greater number of ap- 
plications from Canadian millers than ever 
before, though they were mostly from mill- 
ers of soft wheat. 

On Saturday of this week the bakers’ ex- 
hibition opens at Agricultural ball and Jasts 
through next week. The attractions include 
machinery and processes in motion, daily 
lectures and competitions, bread competi- 
tions, etc, and a good band, which plays 
every afternoon and evening. 

Naturally, the English papers have of late 
been quits full of the battle of Omdurman, 
to which an element of picturesqueness was 
given by the brilliant charge of the Twenty- 
first Lancers. But one is impressed by the 
trade enterprise shown in one of the latest 
accounts from the Soudan, which stated that 
already European traders, of different na- 
tionalities, were pushing their way on to 
Khartoum, and that one traveler had in- 
structions to select eligible sites for adver- 
tisements along the route to Khartoum. So 
closely are the warriors followed up by the 
salesmen of today! 

An address was given in Manchester late- 
ly by the Canadian minister of agriculture, 
the Hon. Sydney Fisher, who had a good 
word to say for the quality of Manitoba 
wheat; also saying that Canadian flour had 
10 per cent more gluten than Hungarian 
flour, and that Canada sent 8 per cent of the 
breadstuffs imported into England in 1897, 
against 3 per cent in 1895. Mr. Fisher’s ad- 
dress was somewhat apropos of the increased 
trade relations between Canada and Man- 
chester that are expected to come from the 
improved steainship facilities. It certainly 
seems a very practical thing for a colonial 
minister of agriculture to come to England 
and blow the trumpet of his own district. 

In Hamburg a new experimental grain 
storehouse will soon be opened on the north 
harbor. This warehouse has been put up 
by the government, and is planned for dry- 
ing, cleaning, grading and storing 1,100 
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tons of grain. As the north German grain 
usually has a ry = aot pee of water, and 
is therefore not in good condition for ware- 
housing, one of the principal objects of the 
present experiment is to develop the drying 
system. A drying apparatus: with columns 
is already set up, and there is room for oth- 
er systems. Dr. Delbruck is responsible for 
the scientific and business management of 
the undertaking. Dr. Hoffmann was en- 
trusted with the scientfic work. The latter 
has udded much to the knowledge of the 
causes of heating of stored grain. 

In Budapest large docks are about to be 
built, which will be provided with elevators 
driven by electricity, for the rapid and eco- 
nomical handling of large amounts of grain, 
and of heavy and bulky freight. The ele- 
vators are to have a capacity of 50,000 kilos 
of grain an hour. The length of the elevator 
is to be about fifty feet, and it is to be so 
constructed as to be stopped or started from 
either the power house or the ship. The 
electric motors will be placed in small pow- 
er houses, and the electricity will be sup- 
plied by a main-line cable carrying a‘cur- 
rent of 110 volts. From the elevator the 
grain will be deposited on a belt-conveyor 
about 400 feet long, and will either be de- 
livered at the loading place for railway 
cars, or at the storage warehouse. The same 
arrangement can be employed to load grain 
into ships. 

Though the great Welsh coal strike has 
finally come to an end, there are effects of it 
still to be observed ; thus, some 1,500 opera- 
tors in one colliery struck, the other day, 
because the management declined to dismiss 
some men who kept at work during the 
strike. The big strike disarranged matters 
very generally over here, this year. To say 
nothing of the usual naval manceuvres, 
which were omitted on account of the strike, 
as officially announced. Great inconvenience 
bas been caused to ship owners and private 
firms in all quarters. Though so many 
thousands of men were out of work for 
months, they seem to have subsisted pretty 
well. In Bristol the dealers complained that 
it made collections in the south of Wales 
very slow, because the retailers could collect 
no money from the strikers, though contin- 
uing to supply them, in order not to lose 
their custom in more prosperous times, 

There are associations and associations, 
but the most curious one that I ever heard 
of is the Syndicate of Housebreakers of the 
Seine. Recently, a prisoner in Paris was 
asked by the judge where he got his infor- 
mation when planning his burglaries. The 
reply was that be got it first hand when un- 
dertaking a job, namely, from the Syndi- 
cate of Housebreakers of the Seine. Ina 
private interview, the prisoner stated that 
the society has been in active existence for 
twelve years. Members pay $0 a year in 
dues, receiving from the syndicate informa- 
tion of houses that they may find profitable 
to visit, and the hours at which, during the 
absence of the owners, they may safely call. 
Valuable information is given regarding 
suburban villas in the vicinity of Paris. 
The rules of the society provide that a mem- 
ber can only be admitted when vouched for 
by two respectable (?) persons known to the 
syndicate. Owing to its enterprise and the 
skill shown in the management of its affairs, 
the financial condition of the syndicate is 
highly prosperous. 





SCIENCE VERSUS WHEAT CON- 
SUMPTION. 


There has been a great gathering of scien- 
tists at Bristol, quite recently, the occasion 
being the meeting of the British Associa- 
tion; and different groups, representing al- 
most all the ‘‘ologies’’ known, were repre- 
sented. Probably the paper to attract the 
most popular interest was that read by Mr. 
de Rougemont, who was cast away ona 
wild part of the coast of Australia, and 
lived among the natives, taking to himself 
a black wife. His observations seem to 
have been very carefully carried out, as bis 
report is full of details of the most minute 
character, as to the life and customs of what 
he calls ‘‘his natives,’’ and very strange 
they are. Cannibalism was practiced, so it 
is not strange that the clothing consisted 
simply of a coating of grease and clay, into 
which some down was sometimes stuck. Mr. 
de Rougement became so tanned by the sun 
that when he finally caine across a party of 
white men they took him for a uvative, and 
fired at him. Altogether, his story is a very 
wonderful one, and some sceptics are found, 
but, so far, de Rougemont seeins to have 
held his own very well with doubting ques- 
tioners. 

That part of the association's work, how- 
ever. which is of more immediate interest 
to those in the grain trade, is the presiden- 
tial address, delivered by Sir William 
Crookes, to whose name the letters F. R. S., 
Vv. P. ©. S., are attached. The retiring 
president, in introducing President Crookes, 
said that the latter was the originator of the 
Roéntgen rays, and one of the most persever- 
ing investigators in connection with science. 

lf Sir William had stuck to Réntgen rays, 
or other abstract scientific questions, as the 
fractionation of yttria to which he bas given 
ceaseless attention, the last eighteen years, 
he would not have had the whole press, 
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including the daily, as well as the trade pa- 

pers, falling foul of him. But he willed it 
otherwise. and boldly assailed the question 
of breadstuff supplies. 1 shall not attempt 
to give anything more than the briefest re- 
sumé of his address, which occupies over 
four closely printed columns of a Bristol 
paper. 

Taking for his subject ‘‘Our Food Sup- 
ply,’’ he started off by asserting that wheat- 
producing soil is totally unequal to the 
strain put upon it, that it is the chemist 
who must cuine to the rescue of the threat- 
ened communities, and that it is from the 
laboratory that starvation may ultimately be 
turned into plenty. He further ssid that 
Great Britain requires 240,000,000 bus of 
wheat, increasing annually by 2,000.000 bus, 
to supply the population, taking as his unit 
six bushels a year per capita. And he re- 
fers to the fact that, of the wheat consumed 
in the United Kingdom, three-quarters is 
imported. After giving 8,250,000 as the 
number of acres requi to produce the 
wheat used in Great Britain, he said: ‘‘A 
permanently higher price for wheat is, I 
fear, a calamity that ere long wnust be faced ; 
and, at enhanced prices, Jand now under 
wheat will be better farmed, and therefore 
will yield better, thus giving increased pro- 
duction without increased area.’’ 

In reviewing the general requirements of 
wheat, he says that in Scandinavia the con- 
suinption of wheat has increased 100 per 
cent in twenty-five years; in Austria-Hun- 
gary, 80 per cent; in France, 20 per cent, 
and in Belgium, 50 per cent. Only Russia, 
Italy, and possibly Turkey, show a decline. 
He figures out that the world has 516,500,000 
bread eaters, and that there is not enough 
wheat in sight to allow each one to have his 
full share the coming season; and adds 
‘‘that scarcity and high prices have not pre- 
vailed in recent years, is due to the fact that 
since 1889 we have had seven world crops 
of wheat and six of rye abundantly in excess 
of the average. Practically speaking, re- 
serves are now exhausted, and bread eaters 
must be fed from current harvests, accmula- 
tion in the present conditions, being almost 
impossible. ’’ 

He then goes on to consider in detail the 
United States, Russia, Canada, Australia, 
and other wheat-growing countries. I hardly 
think it likely that dwellers in the northwest 
will agree with him when he says that the 
virgin land in the United States has been 
rapidly absorbed, until there is no land left 
for whent, without reducing the area for 
maize, hay, and other necessary crops. 
Then he makes a startling prediction: ‘‘It 
is almost certain that, within a generation, 
the ever-increasing population of the United 
States will consume all the wheat grown 
within its borders, and will be driven to 
import, and, like ourselves, will scramble 
for the lion’s share of the wheat crop of the 
world.’’ Though I am not much addicted to 
betting, I would be willing to gamble a fair 
amount on the incorrectness of this. 

Having given up hope of long obtaining 
supplies from the United States, he next 
turns to Russia, and remarks that, though 
Russia at present exports lavishly, this is 
just provisional and precarious, and the 
present population increases more rapidly 
than any other in Europe, and the yield over 
European Russia is not more than 8.8 bus 
to the acre, while some authorities place it 
as low as 4.6. As to Siberia, he says the 
conditions are exceptionally unfavorable in 
all but very limited districts in the two 
westernmost governments, and he backs this 
up by the statement of Prince Hilkoff, Rus- 
sian minister of ways and communications, 
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and Prince Krapotkin, that Siberia never 

had produced and never would produce 
wheat and rye enough to feed the Siberian 
population. 

As his principal argument against Siberia 
is the shortness of the summer there, from 
Siberiu’s northerly latitude, I think, in this 
respect, President Crooke’s views are likely 
to prove erroneous in time, for, in the 
northwest and Manitoba, have we not seen 
the wheat-growing area gradually spreading 
over districts that were formerly supposed to 
be altogether tuo cold and inclement? 

He considers that the possibilities of Can- 
ada have been much over-rated, and thinks 
that the increases in wheat acreage in Mani- 
toba and the northwest, are being compen- 
sated for by a diminished amount in Onta- 
rio and the eastern provinces. 

As to Australia, he mentions, in passing, 
that Professor Shelton thinks there are still 
50,000,000 acres in Queensland suitable for 
wheat. He adds that it has never had more 
than 150,000 acres under cultivation, and 
refers to the poor wheat harvest in Victoria, 
and in South Australia. As to New Zea- 
land, while the yield is larger there than in 
any country, except Denmark and the 
United Kingdom, he thinks New Zealanders 
can do better at fruit and dairy farming. 
As to other countries, I will only mention 
Argentine, of which he says there is no pros- 
pect of that country ever being able to de- 
vote more than 30,000,000 acres to wheat, 
the present area being about 6,000,000 acres, 
which may be doubled in the next twelve 
years. 

The president then gets down to business, 
and asks what is to happen if bread fails, 
adding, as a sort of cheerful comment: 
‘*Should all the wheat-growing countries add 
to their area to the utmost capacity, on the 
most careful calculation the yield would 
give us only an addition of some 100,000,000 
acies supplying at the average world-yield 
of 12.7 bus to the acre, 1,270,000,000 bus, 
just enough to suppy the increase of popu- 
lation among bread eaters till the year 
1931.’’ According to this, the Czar’s idea 
of general peace is not such a humane one 
after all, as I think most of us would rather 
have a jolly good war and go down to our 
graves in a sort of blaze of military glory, 
than to be simply wiped out by a slow star- 
vation. I should like to run a mill in these 
latter days, when bread is scarce, for mill- 
ers then would be the lords of creation. 
They would bestow their favors, in the way 
of flour, with a sparing hand, on those of 
their customers, who, by exemplary conduct 
in the way of paying sight drafts before the 
flour is shipped, and never daring to utter 
a word of adverse cominent as to the quali- 
ty of the flour, were lucky enough to stand 
well in the miller’s good graces. 

Here is a statement that the makers of 
flour, especially of the wheat-adulterated- 
with-corn-flour variety, would do well to 
take to heart: ‘‘We are born breadeaters. 
Other races, vastly superior to us in num- 
bers, but differing widely in material and 
intellectual progress, are eaters of Indian 
corn, rice, millet, and other grains; but 
none of these grains have the food value, 
the concentrated health-sustaining power 
of wheat, and it is on this account that the 
accumulated experience of civilized man- 
kind has set wheat apart as the fitand prop- 
er food for the development of muscle and 
brains. ”’ 

Now comes the chemical part of the lec- 
ture, and the presidevt, after saying that all 
crops require what is called a dominant 
manure, as nitrogen, potash, or phosphates, 

says that wheat preéminently demands nitro- 
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gen, fixed in the form of ammonia or nitric 
acid, and that nitrogen, in the form of am- 
monia, is a substance of considerable com- 
mercial value to gas companies, but the 
quantity produced is comparatively small, 
Europe not yielding more than 400,000 tons 
annually. Guano has been one of the most 
important sources of nitrogenous manures, 
but this is near exhaustion. Referring to 
the sewerage, he says that nitrogen to the 
value of no less than £16,000,000 per annum 
is hurried down drains and water courses 
of the United Kingdom into the sea. 

Nitrogen seems to be a most important 
and greatly under-estimated thing altogeth- 
er, and the president dismisses it with this 
parting shot: ‘*The nitrogen which, with a 
light heart, we liberate on a_ battleship 
broadside, has taken millions of minute or- 
ganisms, patiently working for centuries to 
win from the atmosphere.’’ I doubt very 
much whether a gunner really appreciates 
all this, when he fires off his big cannon. I 
suppose some ‘‘scientific gents’’ will be fig- 
uring out next, just how many millions of 
minute organisms were working, and for 
what time, to supply the nitrogen ‘‘liber- 
ated’’ during the Spanish American war. 
But I digress. The president next booms 
the nitrates from Chili, referring to the in- 
creased wheat yield obtained on the Roth- 
ampstead experimental farm by the use of 
nitrates, but he thinks the supply cannot 
last over fifty years. 

In summing up as to the wheat fields and 
fertilizers, he says that the exhaustion of 
England’s grain fields is of much less im- 
portance than the exhaustion of the world’s 
stock of fixed nitrogen. The latter means 
not only a catastrophe little short of starva- 
tion for the wheat eaters, but a scarcity of 
mutton and beef and even the extinction of 
gunpowder. This it really too terrible a 
thing to contemplate. Without mutton, beef 
or gunpowder, what Englishman would think 
life worth living?

SOME HINTS ON ROLLS.

The time has come when every roll manu- 
facturer, in justice to his reputation, and as 
a guarantee of his goods, should adopt some 
distinguishing feature or trademark clearly 
imprinted on the end of the roll proper, in- 
dicating the date when the roll was made, 
toestablish convincingly and indisputably 
the make of roll and how long it has been 
in service. This design should be fully pro- 
tected by letters patent, as a safeguard 
against imposition by irresponsible roll 
makers. This can probably be best accom- 
plished by cutting a groove in the end of 
the roll half an inch deep, with the maker’s 
name and date clearly indicated. This will 
prevent facing-off the end of the rolls and 
removing the design, as might be done if 
only stamped on the end of the roll. I have 
seen rolls faced-off half an inch, to remove 
some marks, or to cover a defect of casting 
the roll frame too narrow. 

There are some very spurious articles be- 
ing placed on the market at the present 
time, and sold on the strength of other 
manufacturers’ reputations, which have been 
established by the merit of their goods. It 
has been said any onecan makea roll. This 
is true, and any cook can also make a pie. 
There are a few qualities essential, however, 
before ‘t constitutes a good roll. The first 
requisite for a good roll is that it be per- 
fectly true, of uniform density, properly 
supplied with heavy journals and a chill of

uniform depth. A chill not so deep that 
it will prevent accvrate boring; a chill that 
reaches to the journal of the roll is defect- 
ive. It is very apt to spring the boring- 
tool and cause a badly fitted journal that 
easily becomes loosened. This is particu- 
larly true where stub shafts are used. Pref- 
erence, in iy opinion, should be given to 
a roll with journals extended through the 
full length. They are, however, more ex- 
pensive. . 

It isa common practice to cast rolls in 
logs from six to ten feet in length, or even 
longer, and after turning, cut off the rolls 
to any required length. This method natur- 
ally compels the maker to use a stub shaft, 
as it would be extremely expensive to bore 
out rolls thus made for a_ shaft to extend 
through the eutire body of the roll. By cast- 
ing each roll separately, a core can be used 
and a through shaft easily be put in. Fac- 
ing-of the ends of rolls is, however, much 
more expensive. 

There is a greater feeling of security with 
rolls having through shafts than where stubs 
are used. Freedom from blow-holes is ab- 
solutely essential, and to save some castings 
which were defective in this respect, I have 
seen nine-inch rolls turned down to make 
eight-inch. It does not require a great 
stretch of imagination to guess at the quali- 
ty and longevity of such rolls. Millers pur- 
chasing new rolls should carefully calliper 
them, on their arrival, to see that they hold 
their full diameter. There is at least one 
manufacturer who is purchasing second-hand 
chills, regardless of the length of time and 
service and the number of times re-ground 
or re-corrugated. He fits them up by insert- 
ing new stubs, and then sends them out for 
new rolls. It is only by carefully testing 
the diameter that the miller can be abso- 
lutely certain of getting a new roll.

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The international coopers’ union at the 
recent meeting in Chicago voted to next 
year hold its convention in Minneapolis. 


I. N. Bushong, manager of the Buckeye 
Stave Co., on Mich., was in Min- 
neapolis Friday, to size up the cooperage 
situation. 

For the week ended Sept. 24, flour-barrel 
stock was unloaded at Minneapolis by five 
shops as follows: Elm staves, 10 cars; head- 
ing, 3; coiled elm hoops, 8; hickory hoops, 2 

The ‘tale of 44.700 barrels by five shops last 
week represented the consumption of about 
279,000 patent coiled hoops and 109,000 hick- 
ory. The sixth shop here uses practically 
no hickory hoops. 

For the week ended Sept. 17, ten shops at 
outside points in the northwest sold 10,345 
barrels, against 10,700 the week before, and 
made 10,870, against 9,835 the previous week. 
The stock received by these shops consisted 
of 2 cars Wisconsin elm staves, and 1 car 
elm) staves. The shops reporting were at 
New Ulm, Mankato, Cannon Falls, Red 
Wing, Shakopee, St. Cloud, Hastings, Fari- 
a Minn., and La Crosse, Wis. 

L. Murphy of the Sixth Street shop, J. 
we ‘Nash of the Hardwood shop, and Joseph 
Newstager, from the tight-barrel coopers 
union. represented Minneapolis in the meet- 
ing of the International Coopers’ Union at 
Chicago. It is reported that there were 
those in the gathering who were disposed to 
place Minneapolis millers in a false light 
in regard to labor matters, and that Mr. 
Murphy took occasion to defend them, do- 
ing so in a most effective manner. Mr. 
Murphy lacked only three votes of being 
elected a vice-president of the organization. 

While there was an increase of 7,000 in 
the barrel sales last week, the business was 
not up to the voluine in other years. The 
distribution of trade was more in accord- 
ance with the respective positions of the 
shops than usual. With all the mills in op- 
eration at ful] capacity, more barrels should 
be used the current week and they show a 
considerable gain.

Barrel stock has changed very little in the 
past week. While no notable purchases 
seem to have been made, coopers are on the 
lookout for favorable opportunities to buy, 
particularly of elm staves. The latter re- 
gard $6.25 per M as the market price 
of the best flour staves, and appear to be 
more or less in the market at that tigure. 
Some holders, however, want more money, 
and it is a question if they would accept 
less than $6.40 per M. It is pointed out by 
handlers that the round lots of staves in 
sight are not numerous, and that witha 
rush on barrels in the northwest, coopers 
might find it a little difficult to secure sup- 
plies when most urgently wanted. Heading 
is in moderate demand and strong, being 
quotable at 35@3%4c per set. Some fac- 
torymen want 4c, but they are probably not 
selling any at that price. Hoops are quiet, 
with old prices ruling. The failure of the 
apple crop appears to have had more bear- 

ing upon hoops than any other line of stock. 
Not much is doing in the northwest.

sented to the American members Thursday 
was one by Congressman Tawney of Minne- 
sota in behalf of the luinbermen of the 
United States. He presented to the com- 
missioners a printed memorial, sigued by 
250 of the principal lumber firms in twenty- 
one states, earnestly protesting against the 
reduction of the duty on Canadian timber 
products. 

Union Mill Stave Co., Cape Girardeau, 
Mo: ‘‘Our stave mill is running on good 
time. However, occasional stops have to be 
made on account of scarcity of timber, due 
to the water in the low lands making it im- 
possible to deliver. We find soft white 
staves in best demand, especially cotton- 
wood. Other. stocks are not wanted very 
much, except elm, which we are unable as 
yet to furnish at the basis of our competi- 
tors. We will soon add a late improved bolt- 
er, when we will be able to furnish elm 
stock. We shall put our output into sugar 
barre] stock. Headings in fair demand, 
but white timber is much preferred. On 
account of slow movement of wheat during 
early harvest, we look for improvement in 
the slack barre] stave line this winter and 
spring. No. 2 stock is not wanted this sea- 
son at all, as our fruit crop is almost a fail- 
ure. White ash staves are in fair demand, 
but timber to make this stock of, is getting 
somewhat scarce. In reference to our new 
plant, will say that we have it rebuilt in a 
better condition than the one we lost by 
tire. We have made an improvement in 
placing our machinery so as to work the 
stock in a most economical way. We have 
storage capacity for 1,000,000 staves ; and for 
heading, 100.000 sets, all under roof. Our 
dry kiln has a capacity of 25.000 staves, and 
10,000 sets of heading”’ 

SUPERIOR-DULUTH. 

The shops report that they are paying $6 
per M for elm staves, $6 per M for patent 
coiled elm hoops and 3c per set for head- 
ing. 

Some few hickory-hooped barrels are be- 
ing used here from time to time, but the 
number is so small as to hardly be worthy 
of mention. 

The Superior shops report the make and 
sales of flour barrels for the past four weeks, 
and for the same period a year ago, as fol- 
lows:

The Eagle Lake Mill. 


The Eagle Lake mill, J. D. Humiston pro- 
prietor, Eagle Lake, Minn., is a_ well- 
equipped, modern mill of 140-bbls capacity, 
located in the southwestern part of the state. 
Mr. Humiston took charge of the mill about 
six years ago,when it was of 100-bbls capac- 
ity. Although at that time he was not fa- 
miliar with mill management, he entered 
into the new work with practical ideas and 
a conservative policy, which have wun suc- 
cess for him. Under Mr. Humiston’s man- 
agement the mill, which had no trade, rap- 
idly gained a local trade and then began 
reaching out. Owing to the regularity with 
which its brands were made to run, trade 
secured was usually held, so that two years 
ago it was found necessary to increase the 
capacity, which was done, making it 140- 
bbls daily. 

At that time the mill was completely re- 
built and a full line of Allis 9x18 rolls put 
in, and the bolting system changed to the 
plansifter. There was also added a Twin 
City Iron Works Corliss engine. A year ago, 
Mr. Humiston put in a dynamo, which sup- 
plies electricity for the village electric light 
plant. Then again, during the suminer just 
past a brick boiler house was built anda 
new boiler installed. Also, a separate 
equipment of machinery for the manufac- 
ture of rye flour. The mill office is ina 
smnall detached building, where everything 
is conveniently arranged. 

One great advantage that the Eagle Lake 
mill enjoys is that of buying its wheat at the 
mill door. In this way, only selected stock 
{s taken in. The mill brands are, patent, 
‘* Lily White ;’’ straight, ‘‘ Favorite.’’ 

The success of the Eagle Lake mill is fully 
merited, and Mr. Humiston is justly proud 
of his record.
